HE  main  point  to  be  determined  is  "  What  is  Circulation  ?  "  If  by  this  is  meant 
merely  the  indiscriminate  distribution  of  a  number  of  copies — partially  paid  for, 
or  not  paid  for  at  all — then  for  publicity  purposes  it  is  next  to  worthless. 

But  when,  as  with  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST,  a  genuine  prepaid  sub^ 
scription  list  can  be  shown,  including  the  names  of  the  most  important  firms  in  all 
branches  of  the  industries  represented,  then  genuine  business  value  is  assured.

At  the  West  Eiding  Quarter  Sessions,  held  at  Leeds 
on  January  4,  four  test  cases  and  eleven  ordinary  appeals 
against  reassessment  came  before  the  Court.    The  matter 
was  a  sequel  to  the  vigorous  opposition  which  the  traders' 
organisations  of  Halifax  have  recently  put  up  against  an 
increase  of  25  per  cent,  in  the  assessment  of  certain  pro- 
perties.   Counsel  for  the  appellants  said  that  the  Halifax 
Assessment  Committee  passed  a  resolution  on  January  14, 
1920.  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Union  Assess- 
ment Committee  Act,  1862,  a  supplemental  valuation  list 
for  certain  properties  should  be  prepared.    The  valuer 
was  directed  to  add  25  per  cent,  to  the  net  rateable  value 
and  25  per  cent,  to  the  gross  rateable  value  of  such  pro- 
perties.    Counsel  submitted   that  it  was  a  violation  of 
Section  1  of  the  Parochial  Assessment  Act,  1835.  The 
effect  of  the  resolution  was  that  increased  valuation  fell 
upon  certain  properties,  but  dwelling-houses  escaped  any 
increase.    That  was  contrary  to  the  whole  principle  of 
rating.    He  contended  that  there  must  be  a  valuation  of 
each  property,  and  that  the  Committee  could  not  impose 
an  all-round  percentage,  saying  there  was  a  general  increase 
of  25  per  cent,  in  the  value  of  the  district,  because  an 
increase  must  vary  according  to  the  situation  and  character 
of  the  premises  and  a  comparison  of  the  class  of  buildings. 
For  the  respondents,  it  was  argued  that  no  evidence  had 
been  offered  in  support  of  the  appellants'  only  legal  ground 
of  appeal,  and  that  it  was  open  to  the  ratepayer  to  appeal 
in  the  ordinary  way.    Neither  side  was  able  to  quote  any 
case  w'hich  had  been  decided  on  the  point.    The  Bench 
allowed  the  appeal,  with  costs,  in  the  one  case  dealt  with. 
It  was  agreed  to  state  a  case.    The  three  other  test  cases 
and  the  eleven  ordinary  appeals  against  the  same  rating- 
were  deferred  to  the  next  Sessions. 

Students'  Visit  to  Wholesale  House. 

The  pharmacy  students  of  Manchester  University,  to 
the  number  of  sixty,  journeyed  to  Liverpool  on 
January  6  to  visit  the  warehouses  and  laboratories  of 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  The  party  was 
divided  into  three  sections,  each  under  its  own  guide, 
and  spent  a  couple  of  hours  in  going  over  the  various 
departments.  The  apparatus  and  methods  for  dealing 
with  cascara  by  the  ton,  the  milling  of  ointments,  emul- 
sion-making, tablet-  and  pill-making,  distillation  of 
sp.  aether,  nit.,  vacuum-pan  evaporation,  and  the  special 
stills  for  the  recovery  of  alcohol  from  marcs  were  all 
noted.  Of  special  interest  was  the  preparation  of  the 
resins  of  scammony  and  podophyllum  by  precipitation 
and  of  succus  taraxaci,  as  questions  on  these  had  been 
set  at  the  Christmas  terminals.  The  analytical  lnbora- 
tories  were  next  visited,  and  a  perusal  of  "  Evans' 
Analytical  Notes"  for  1914  to  1919,  extending  over  128 
pages,  gave  an  idea  of  the  routine-testing  of  materials 
carried  on.  The  company  was  entertained  to  a  sumptuous 
tea  at  fleece's  Cafe,  when  the  thanks  of  the  students  were 
voiced  by  Mr.  James  Grier,  M.Sc,  and  acknowledged 
on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Evans  by  Mr.  John  M.  Tallantyre, 
Ph.C.

The  Medical  Hall  was  one 
of  the  handsomest  and  best  fitted  in  Ireland,  and  the 
substantial  character  of  the  building  is  shown  by  the  way 


the  masonry  has  stood  the  fire  when  all  the  surrounding 
premises  fell.  Mr.  Sunner  lost  everything  in  the  fire 
The  "fireproof"  safe  when  opened  contained  only  ashes, 
ledgers  weighing  over  half-a-hundredweight  being  reduced 
to  a  condition  like  snuff. 

Dublin. 

In  the  Northern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on  January  10, 
before  Mr.  Lupton,  K.C,  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  46  Mary 
Street  and  90-93  Bride  Street,  Dublin,  were  summoned  at 
the  suit  of  the  Dublin  Corporation  for  having  sold  a  bottle 
of  camphorated  oil  which  contained  practically  80  per  cent, 
by.  weight  of  cotton-seed  oil.  There  was  a  second  count 
of  selling  camphorated  oil  which  was  a  debased  article  to 
the  prejudice  of  Henry  Sumner,  chemist,  of  45  Manor 
Street.  It  was  alleged  in  this  case  that  the  sample  only 
contained  18.6  per  cent,  by  weight  of  camphor,  and  that  it 
was  adulterated  with  at  least  40  per  cent,  by  weight  of 
cotton-seed  oil.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Brunker,  a  director, 
said  that  he  was  responsible  for  the  manufacture.  Only 
pure  olive  oil  was  used  in  the  process,  and  he  could  only- 
account  for  the  deficiency  as  a  result  of  being  supplied 
with  an  adulterated  article  from  the  manufacturers.  Mr. 
Lupton  imposed  a  fine  of  15?.  on  the  first  count  and  10Z.  on 
the  second.  The  case  against  Mr.  Surhner  was  marked 
"cautioned."  [The  solicitors  to  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd., 
have  since  written  to  the  Irish  newspapers  stating  that 
the  oils  used  by  their  clients  in  the  manufacture  of  cam- 
phorated oil  were  bought,  invoiced,  and  paid  for  as 
genuine  olive  oil.  A  letter  containing  certificate  of 
analysis  from  Mr.  Ernest  J.  Parry,  F.I.C.,  of  London, 
was  also  produced,  stating  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  sample 
which  was  reported  to  contain  80  per  cent,  of  cottonseed 
oil,  was  a  mixture  of  45  per  cent,  olive  oil  and  55  per 
cent,  of  other  seed  oil.  The  complete  analysis  of  olive 
oil  is  a  long  and  difficult  process,  involving  very  specialised 
technique,  and  our  clients,  unfortunately,  accepted  the 
oils  in  question  on  sellers'  guarantee  that  they  were 
genuine  olive  oils.] 


Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

Inspectors  under  the  Board  of  Health  have  of  late  shown 
increased  interest  in  employees'  insurance  and  unemploy- 
ment cards. 

The  new  telephone  rates  and  the  orders  to  panel  doctors 
concerning  the  records  of  the  insured  patients'  health  are 
creating  considerable  unrest  throughout  Scotland. 

Mr.  James  McGlashan,  chemist  and  druggist,  Airlie 
Street,  Alyth,  who  was  in  business  before  1868,  has  re- 
cently disposed  of  his  business  to  Mr.  P.  Duncan,  Huntly. 

"  I  don't  mind  selling  the  small  size  of  my  cough  mix- 
ture," an  Edinburgh  pharmacist  confessed  recently,  "  but 
I  really  grudge  the  sixpenny  stamp  I  have  to  place  on  the 
larger  size  !  " 

Some  of  the  phases  of  the  work  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  were  dealt  with  in  an  article  entitled  "At  the 
Sign  of  the  Coloured  Bottles,"  which  appeared  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  "Glasgow  Herald." 

The  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  has  issued  to 
its  members'  very  advantageous  terms  for  insurance 
against  claims  .by  customers  for  injury  from  errors  or 
defective  goods.  The  fee,  English  chemists  will  be  in- 
terested to  know,  is  much  cheaper  than  has  been  charged 
hitherto  for  such  insurance. 


Chilian  Iodine. — At  a  meeting  of  iodine  producers 
held  at  Iquique  an  arrangement  was  arrived  at  for  the 
settlement  of  the  difficulties  with  German  producers 
ar'sing  from  the  war. 

Four  Figures  Again. — The  Ministry  of  Health  having 
suggested  that  a  salary  of  800L  per  annum  proposed  to 
be  paid  its  new  medical  officer  of  health  by  the  Holborn 
borough  council  was  not  sufficient  remuneration' for  a  whole- 
time  officer,  the  council  decided,  on  January  12,  to  fix 
the  salary  at  1,000/.

4.MPORT  Licences  Abolished. — The  Polish  Government 
has  abolished  the  system  of  licences  for  the  import  of 
medicaments  from  abroad,  and  the  restrictions  on  trading 
in  nfedieaments  within  the  country. 

Aspirin  by  Prescription  only. — The  Department  of 
Heaith  of  the  Argentine  Republic  has  decreed  that  in 
future  acetylsa'licylic  acid  (aspirin),  alone  or  in  combina- 
tion, may  only  be  supplied  on  presentation  of  a  medical 
mari  s  prescription. 

Cinchonine  for  Quinine. — The  Prefect  of  Milan  has 
issued  a  circular  stating  that  a  large  quantity  of  cincho- 
nine hydrochloride  has  been  imported  into  Italy  from 
America  and  placed  on  the  Italian  market  as  quinine 
hydrochloride.  Pharmacists  are  reminded  of  their  legal 
obligation  to  exercise  the  necessary  control  over  pharma- 
ceutical products  purchased  by  them.  , 

Sick-cxub  Prescriptions. — In  the  free  town  of  Bremen 
sick  clubs  could  only  claim  the  fixed  rebate  on  pre- 
scriptions for  members  if  the  total  amount  exceeded  20m., 
and  the  bills  were  paid  within  the  quarter  following  its 
presentation  by  the  pharmacist.  A  new  decree  has  fixed 
the  minimum  amount  at  50m..  and  requires  payment  of 
sick-club  bills  within  four  weeks  of  presentation,  other- 
wise the  claim  to  rebate  will  be  forfeited. 

Strike  Threats.  —  The  Austrian  pharmaceutical 
journals  report  details  of  the  programme  elaborated  by 
the  organised  pharmaceutical  personnel  in  the  event  of  a 
strike,  should  their  various  demands  be  refused ;  at  the 
last  moment,  however,  the  Government  has  consented  to 
an  increase  of  200  per  cent,  on  the  charges  for  manipu- 
lations, but  only  on  private  prescriptions,  while  the 
owners  have  agreed  to  pay,  for  the  preseiit.  a  monthly 
extra  allowance  of  1.100  cr.,  to  indemnify  the  high 
cost  of  living. 

The  Reparations  to  Italy. — In  a  communication  to- 
the  Reparations  Commission,  the  Italian  Government 
states  that  it  would  be  ready  to  receive  from  Germany 
further  (Large  amounts  of  dyestnffs.  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products,  etc..  as  the  Italian  share  in  the  repara- 
tions due.  from  Germany.  A  commission  has  been 
appointed  under  the  Italian  Minister  of  Finance  to  establish 
the  value  of  these  deliveries.  This  commission  is  entrusted 
with  the  task  of  fixing  the  nature  and  the  amounts  of  the 
articles  to  be  demanded,  and  also  to  ensure  their  transport 
from  Germany  to  Italy. 

Dutch  Spirit  Duty  Increased. — The  Minister  of 
Finance  proposes  to  increase  the  taxation  of  spirits  i-u 
the  Netherlands  as  follows  :  (1 )  The  excise  duty  on 
spirits  is  to  be  increased  from  150  florins  to  300  florins 
per  hectolitre  of  56  per  cent,  strength.  (On  spirits 
imported  into  the  Netherlands,  the  excise  duty  is  levied 
in  addition  to  the  Customs  import  duty.)  (2)  The  excise 
duty  on  wood  spirit  (methyl  alcohol)  is  to  be  increased 
from  350  florins  to  660  florins  per  hectolitre  of  50  per 
cent,  strength.  (3)  The  import  duty  on  wood  spirit  and 
all  liquids  prepared  therefrom  or  mixed  therewith  is  to 
be  increased  from  3  florins  37  cents  to  6  florins  67  cents 
per  litre.  (4)  The  import  duty  on  all  solids  containing 
wood  spirit  is  to  be  increased  from  4  florins  25  cents 
to  8  florins  40  cents  per  kilo. 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  of  Spain, 
recognised  as  a  corporation  by  a  Royal  order  in  1915,  has 
presented  a  declaration  to  the  Prime  Minister  which 
begins  with  a  protest  against  the  impunity  with  which 
the  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy  are  habitu- 
aliy  being  violated.  It  goes  on  to  state  :  "  It  is  very 
unfortunate  that  we  should  have  to  request  as  an  act  of 
grace  the  fulfilment  of  the  laws,  but  it  is  still  more  so 
that  we.  should  have  to  request  these  things  with  an 
accent  of  bitterness,  and  with  the  feeling  of  protest  that 
such  legitimate  demands  should  have  been  ignored  so 
long."'  The  second  portion  of  the  protest  refers  to  "the 
systematic  ignoring  of  the  pharmacist  in  connection  with 
all  health  organisations.''    The  ether  demands  formulated 


include  the  elaboration  of  a  new  law  to  regulate  the 
exercise  of  pharmacy,  a  reform  of  the  pharmaceutical 
curriculum,  the  introduction  of  a  thorough  and  effective 
inspection  of  pharmacies,  and  of  those  establishments 
from  whence  inroads  into  the  practice  of  pharmacy  are 
to  be  feared.  The  National  Union  iSj,  in  this  way,  giving 
effect  to  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting  held  at  Toledo,  and  it  is  a  sign  that  Spanish 
pharmacists  have  abandoned  their  former  apathetic 
attitude  towards  the  known  abuses  in  the  profession. 

Wailing  Germans. — The  "  Pharm.  Zeit."  (No.  73, 
1920)  writes  that  up  to  recently  it  had  been  possible 
for  German  firms  to  make  large  transactions  in- 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products  in  Italy,  but 
since  then  business  with  Germany  has  dropped  to  prac- 
tically nothing,  especially  in  aniline  dyes,  since  the 
prices  demanded  by  German  firms  are  higher  than  those 
quoted  by  English  and  French  houses.  "  The  fact  is 
not  without  interest  that  England  and  France  are  ex- 
porting, particularly  to  Italy,  the  surplus  of  those 
chemicals  which  Germany  has  to  deliver  in  accordance 
with  the  Peace  Treaty,  under  English  and  French  labels, 
and  are  offering  them  at  lower  prices  than  quoted  by 
the  German  agents.  Another  important  factor  is  that, 
in  consequence  of  their  engagements  under  the  Peace 
Treaty,  the  large  German  chemical  factories  are  unable 
to  supply  goods  to  Italy,  and  offers  of  these  first-class 
German  firms  made  in  Italy  emanate  from  '  wanglers  '■ 
(Sc/iieber).  .In  this  way  the  business  in  chemical  pro- 
ducts, which  formerly  lay  almost  exclusively  in  German 
hands,  is  now  passing  to  English  and  French,  and  to 
a  certain  degree,  also,  American  firms."  The  German 
Press  appears  to  be  full  of  lamentations  and  whines  at 
the  present  time. 

Japanese  Tariff  Change. — The  Japanese  Diet  has 
passed  a  measure  to  amend  the  Customs  tariff  and  pre- 
vent dumping.  Among  the  revised  rates  of  duly  are  the 
following,  which  have  heen  in  force  since  August  1.  Ad- 
ditions to  the  text  of  the  former  tariff  headings  are 
indicated  by  italic  type  :

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Legai  Reports. 


A  Question  of  Warranty. —  At  Asktoa-iinctei'-Lyne 
Police  Court,  recently,  Ethel  Scott,  22  Duke  Street,  and 
William  Lomas,  6  Oldham  Road,  were  summoned,  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  for  selling  camphorated 
oil  not  of  the  nature,,  substance,  and  quality  demanded. 
It  was  stated  for  the  prosecution  that  the  oil  was  required 
to  be  olive  oil,  tout  in  these  cases  a  mineral  oil  was  used. 
The  •defendants  had  been  supplied  by  a  firm  of  wholesale 
dr-uggists,  and  on  each  bottle  the  oil  was  described  as 
"Genuine  B.P."  There  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  defendants  to  defraud,  but  they  had  committed  a  tech- 
nical offence  by  selling.  They  pleaded  "  Guilty."  The 
magistrates'  clerk  said  they  should  have  had  a  warranty 
from  the  wholesalers.  A  fine  of  21.,  including  costs,  was 
imposed  in  each  case. 

Boric  Ointment  Case. — At  Ashton-under-Lyne  Police 
Court,  recently,  'Charles  H.  Hague  (Hague  Drug  Co., 
Ltd.),  Old  Street,  was  summoned  for  selling  boric  oint- 
ment not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded. 
Evidence  was  ,given  that  an  inspector  visited  the  shop  and 
asked  for  two  sixpenny  boxes  of  the  ointment.  The  de- 
fendant said  he  did  not  sell  it,  but,  after  being  threatened, 
produced  two  boxes.  He  had  previously  stated  it  was 
not  up  to  "B.P.  standard,"  and  when  analysed  it  was 
found  to  be  deficient  in  boric  acid  to  the  extent  of  33  per 
cent.  The  defendant  told  the  Bench  that  he  made  the 
ointment  for  his  own  use,  and  not  for  sale,  and  sold  the 
boxes,  under  protest.  He  had  been  in  business  as  a  drug- 
gist for  the  last  forty  years,  and  this  was  the  first  com- 
plaint.   A  fine  of  51.,  including  costs,  was  imposed. 

Arbitration  Case.  — Justices  Rowlatt  and  Bailhache, 
sitting  as  a  King's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  had  before 
them  on  January  11  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  award 
of  a  legal  arbitrator  in  the  case  of  Smith  v.  Meggeson 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  Mr.  Croom 
Johnson,  moving  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Meggeson,  said 
they  sought  to  have  the  award  set  aside  on  the  ground  of 
technical  misconduct  in  the  form  of  the  refusal  by  the 
arbitrator  to  state  a  special  case.  The  whole  question 
involved  in  the  arbitration  was  as  to  the  proper  con- 
struction of  an  agreement  between  the  parties  under 
which  Messrs.  Meggeson  were  to  take  from  the  re- 
spondent, Mr.  Sam  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  High 
Street,  Tonbridge,  the  maker,  a  certain  quantity  of  a 
preparation  called  "Weno,"  which  was  a  face  or  skin 
cream.  The  agreement  involved  very  considerable 
obligations  upon  both  sides,  and  was  for  ten  years,  the 
intention  being  that  Messrs.  Meggeson  should  work  up 
the  trade  in  this  article.  The  substantial  question  debated 
in  the  arbitration  was  whether  there  was,  in  the  contract 
as  it  was  framed,  a  binding  obligation  upon  Messrs. 
Meggeson  to  take  a  certain  quantity  per  week  or  only 
to  take  a  certain  quantity  of  the  preparation  spread  over 
a  period  of  ten  years.  Respondent's  case  was  that 
Messrs.  Meggeson  had  committed  a  breach  of  the  agree- 
ment by  failing  to  take  not  less  than  one  gross  lb.  per 
week.  He  claimed  1.200Z.  damages  for  the  first  eighteen 
months,  and  the  arbitrator  awarded  him  500Z.  on  one  head 
and  101.  on  another.  He  (counsel)  asked  the  arbitrator 
to  state  his  award  in  the  form  of  a  special  case,  but 
he  had  declined  to  do  so.  The  parties  were  still  working 
under  the  contract,  and  it  was  necessary  they  should 
know  what  their  rights  were.  Mr.  W.  A.  Wardley 
opposed  the  application.  Their  lordships  remitted  the 
award  to  the  arbitrator,  with  directions  that  he  should 
state  a  consultative  case  under  Section  19  of  the  Arbitra- 
tion Act. 

Trade-names  Dispute.  —  Judgment  was  pronounced 
en  January  5  by  Lord  Hunter  in  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  in  an  action  in  which  George  Walker  &  Son, 
Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  Reid  Street,  Bridgeton, 
Glasgow,  sought  to  restrain.  Robert  Kego  and  Mrs.  Kego, 
chemist  and  druggist,  18  Stirling  Drive,  Burnside,  Ruther- 
glen,  from  in  any  way  advertising  or  selling  any  chemical 
or  medicinal  goods  under  the  names  of  "  Eusalax."  "  Eusa- 
line,"   "  Yoodoo    Sauce,"    "  Eusalitz,"    "  Salitz,"  and 


"  Hedery,"  or  otherwise  representing  that  they  are,  or 
either  of  them  is,  the  persons  or  person  entitled  to  the 
names.  The  respondent  Robert.  Kego  was  the  plaintiffs' 
manager  until  November  1919,  when  his  engagement  was 
terminated.  The  other  respondent  is  his  wife.  The 
plaintiffs  stated  that  alter  the  termination  of  R.  Kego's 
employment  with  them  they  ascertained  that  he  had  with- 
out their  knowledge  or  authority  procured  the  registration 
as  trade-marks  in  his  own  name  of  the  various  names 
mentioned,  which  names  had  been  suggested  by  him  and 
approved  by  the  directors  of  the  plaintiffs'  company  as 
mimes  for  preparations  to  be  manufactured  and  sold  by 
the  plaintiffs.  The  plaintiffs  accordingly  raised  an  action 
in  the  Court  of  Session  against  Mr.  Kego  to  have  it 
declared  that  the  trade-marks  were  their  property.  On 
May  22,  1920,  Lord  Blackburn  found  and  declared  that 
the  trade-marks  consisting  of  the  names  in  question  were 
the  property  of  the  plaintiffs  and  directed  that  each  of 
the  entries  should  be  expunged  from  the  Register  of 
Trade-marks  (('.  ,(■  J).,  I..  1920.  p.  714).  In  March  1920 
(plaintiffs  further  stated)  the  respondents,  under  the 
name  of  the  "  Eusaline  Co.,"  issued  to  chemists  and 
others,  including  the  plaintiffs'  customers,  a  circular  in 
which  they  solicited  orders  for  what  they  described  as 
"  our  preparations,  Eusaline,  Eusalax,  Eusalitz,  Voodoo 
Sauce,  and  Hedery  powders."  The  names  were  those 
registered  as  trade-marks  by  Robert  Kego  and  dealt  with 
by  Lord  Blackburn  in  the  previous  action.  The  plaintiffs 
maintained  that  the  respondents  had  no  right  to  use  those 
names  in  the  way  in  which  they  were  doing.  The  ire- 
spondents  explained  that  the  recipes  from  which  the 
various  substances  described  by  the  names  in  question 
were  prepared  were  ail  invented  by  Robert  Kego.  They 
also  alleged  that  those  recipes  were  known  to  him  alone 
and  were  never  communicated  to  the  plaintiffs.  The 
plaintiffs  did  not  say  they  knew  the  recipes,  but  alleged 
that  they  were  made  up  by  the  respondent  in  the  course 
of  and  as  part  of  his  duties  as  their  manager.  In  a  letter 
dated  September  24,  1915,  from  the  plaintiffs  to  Robert 
Kego  there  was  a  passage  as  follows  :  "  We  also  agree  to 
allow  you,,  should  you  leave  our  service,  to  take  with  you 
any  recipes  that  may  be  yours  should  you  desire  this." 
Lord  Hunter  refused  to  grant  the  injunction  sought.  His 
lordship  said  it  did  not  appear  to  him  that,  although 
the  plaintiffs  had  succeeded  in  their  action  against  the  re- 
spondent Robert  Kego,  they  were  necessarily  entitled  to 
get  a  valid  registration  in  their  own  name.  In  his  lord- 
ship's opinion  the  plaintiffs  could  not,  until  their  name 
was  on  the  Register  as  the  proprietors  of  the  names  in 
question,  obtain  such  rights  as  registration  would  have 
given  them.  As  the  names  mentioned  admittedly  applied 
to  preparations  made  according  to  a  secret  process'-lrliown 
to  the  respondents  and  which  they  were  entitled  to  use  in 
manufacturing  the  preparations,  his  lordship  did  not 
think  that  they  could  be  prevented  from  putting  them  on 
the  market  under  the  names  by  which  they  were  known 
and  had  gained  a  reputation. 

Company  Pharmacy  at  the  Cape. — In  the  Supreme 
Court,  Cape  Town,  before  Justices  Searle  and  Van  Lyl. 
on  December  3,  argument  was  heard  in  an  application  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Cape  Province  and 
others  r.  the  Receiver  of  Revenue,  Cape  Town,  and  A. 
Wood  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  an  application  upon  notice  of  motion 
for  an  order  restraining  the  first  respondeat  from  issuing 
to  second  respondent  in  particular,  and  to  incorporated: 
companies  in  general,  a  licence  or  licences  purporting  to 
enable  the  second  respondent,  and  such  other  companies, 
to  carry  on  the  profession  of  chemist  or  druggist,  and  re- 
straining the  second  respondent  from  carrying  on  the 
business  of  chemist.  The  first  respondent  did  not  oppose 
the  application.  Mr.  (Jpington,  K.C. ,  for  applicants', said 
that  the  second  respondent  was  grunted  a  licence  under 
the  Ordinance  No.  14  of  1916.  which  provides  that  a 
licence  may  be  issued  to  a  company  or  partnership,  pro- 
vided a  qualified  druggist,  is  in  charge  of  each  place  of' 
business.  This  provision,  he  contended,  is  ultra  wires. 
So  far  back  as  1830,  the  necessity  for  qualification  and  ex 
amination  existed  (Ordinance  No.  82  of  1830).  Two 
qualifications  were  necessary  for  a.  chemist  ;  he  had  to  be 
duly  licensed  as  a  chemist,  and  lie  had  also  to  be  the 
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Wider  of  an  annual  licence  under  Tariff  15  of  Act  No.  20 
of  1884;  see  Act  No.  34  of  1891.  So  far  as  chemists 
are  concerned,  this  tariff  is  repealed  by  Ordinance  No.  14 
•of  1916.  The  second  respondent  fills  one  of  these  qualifi- 
cations only — viz.,  the  necessity  for  an  annual  licence.  The 
requirements  of  sections  23  to  25  of  the  Act  of  1891  as 
io  the  qualifications  of  the  holder  have  not  been  complied 
with.  The  Legislature  never  intended  that  a  partnership 
n-f  unqualified  persons,  or  a  joint-stock  company,  should 
•sarry  on  the  profession  of  chemist  or  druggist.  If  the 
contention  of  the  respondents  ba  correct,  there  is  nothing 
io  prevent  a  joint-stock  company  from  carrying  on  the 
profession  of  attorneys  through  a  qualified  manager.  The 
business  of  chemist  and  druggist  includes  the  compound- 
ing, and  also  the  selling,  of  drugs.  Companies  are  clearly 
not  contemplated  in  Act  No.  34  of  1891.  The  amending 
and  repealing  Act,  No.  7  of  1899,  made  no  alteration  in 
the  existing  law.  Section  8  does  not  open  the  door  to  the 
issue  of  licences  to  unqualified  persons,  but,  if  read  in  the 
light  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act,  is  meant  to 
■deal  with  the  case  of  a  qualified  person  having  several 
places  of  business,  and  enabling  him  to  leave  other 
persons  in  charge  of  the  various  branches.  The  fact  that 
corporations  of  unqualified  persons  have  carried  on  the 
profession  of  chemist  for  many  years  cannot  affect  the 
point  at  issue.  In  England,  companies  have  only  been 
granted  the  right  to  carry  on  the  business  by  statute,  in 
which  stringent  safeguards  are  laid  down.  The  companies 
«arrying  on  business  as  druggists  or  chemists  could  not 
sue  in  a  Court  of  law  for  amounts  due  to  them,  as  they 
could  not  produce  licences  qualifying  them  to  practise. 
Tho  Legislature  intended  that  the  business  should  be 
■carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  qualified  chemists  and  drug- 
gists only.  Mr.  Bisset,  for  tho  second  respondent,  said 
that  the  Act  No.  34  of  1891  deals  with  individuals  who 
should  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  function  of  a  skilled 
druggist.  It  does  not  prohibit  companies  from  carrying 
©n  the  business.  Nor  is  the  Provincial  Council  prohibited 
from  issuing  licences  to  a  company.  Practising  as  a  drug- 
gist must  be  distinguished  from  carrying  on  the  business 
of  druggist.  The  business  for  which  a  licence  is  granted 
under  Ordinance  No.  16  of  1920  must  be  canned  on  through 
a  qualified  person.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  private 
unqualified  person  from  owning  a  business  which  is 
managed  by  a  qualified  person.  Justice  Searle  :  It  is 
difficult  to  see  how  a  licence  could  have  been  issued  to  a 
company  under  Act  No.  34  of  1871,  in  view  of  the  defini- 
tion of  a  qualified  chemist-druggist  under  that  Act.  Mr. 
Bisset  :  The  word  "  person  "  does  not  include  a  company, 
according  to  the  Interpretation  Act  No.  5,  1883,  which 
was  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  Act  No.  34  of 
1891.  At  the  time  Act  No.  34  of  1891  came  into  force 
•companies  were  in  existence  carrying  on  business  as 
•chemists.  The  Act  does  not  mention  them  or  affect  them 
flt  all.  The  meaning  which  is  sought  to  be  given  to  sec- 
tion 8,  Act  No.  7  of  1899,  is  one  which  would  authorise 
conduct  prohibited  by  Act  No.  34,  1891,  section  35.  The 
company  does  not  practise  within  the  meaning  of  Act 
No.  34,  1891.  The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  section  8 
of  Act  No.  7,  1899,  is  that  the  shop  need  not  be  owned, 
so  long  as  it  is  managed  by  a  duly  qualified  chemist. 
The  contention  that  it  was  designed  to  prohibit  a  quali- 
fied person  from  carrying  on  a  branch  business  by  an 
unqualified  assistant  is  unsound,  as  such  a  practice  would 
he  prohibited  by  sections  35  and  60  of  Act  No.  34,  1891. 
All  the  Legislature  intended  was  to  keep  the  management 
of  the  business  in  qualified  hands  ;  it  was  not  concerned 
with  the  ultimate  vendor  of  the  goods.  The  Provincial 
Council  did  not  act  ultra  vires,  in  Ordinance  No.  16  of 
1920,  in  authorising  the  issue  of  a  licence  to  a  company: 
Applicants,  moreover,  have  not  shown  that  they  have 
suffered  any  damage,  and  are  not,  therefore,  entitled  to 
tho  remedy  asked  for.  Mr.  Upington,  in  reply,  sai:d  : 
Companies  having  been  excluded  from  the  scope  of  Act 
No.  34  of  1891,  the  onus  is  on  respondents  to  show  that 
they  were  included  within  the  terms  of  Act  No.  7  of  1899. 
The  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  clearly  that  the  whole 
•conduct  of  the  business  of  a  chemist  should  bo  in  the 
hands  of  qualified  men.  The  division  of  the  duties  into 
those  of  the  skilled  chemist,  and  those  of  the  vendor  of 
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goods,  is  not  sound.  The  selling  of  drugs  is  within  the 
scope  of  the  profession  of  chemist.  The  Pharmacy  Board 
is  admittedly  the  body  which  should  have  brought  these 
proceedings,  but  it  has  hesitated  to  do  so.  Applicants 
can  show  a  peculiar  interest ;  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to 
show  pecuniary  damage.  Applicants  are  suffering  by  the 
competition  and,  as  a  class,  by  the  issue  of  the  licence  to 
an  unqualified  person — namely,  a  company.  Unqualified 
persons  cannot  be  declared  to  be  qualified  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Council.    The  Court  reserved  judgment. 


The  Profiteering  Act. 


Complaint. 

Kexsingtox. — At  the  sitting  of  the  Profiteering  Com- 
mittee on  January  10,  a  complaint  was  heard  against 
Dyson  &  Co.,  chemists,  35  Gloucester  Road,  S.W.  7,  in 
respect  of  a  charge  of  14  s.  6d.  for  a  Burroughs  Wellcome 
ammonium-chloride  inhaler.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (Neve, 
Beck  &  Kirby),  instructed  by  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Ltd.,  appeared  for  the  respondents.  The 
complainant  stated  that  on  going  to  Messrs.  Barker's, 
High  Street,  Kensington,  she  saw  a  similar  inhaler  priced 
at  5?.  6d.  Mr.  Kirby  explained  to  the  Committee  that 
the  inhaler  which  formed  the  subject  of  the  complaint 
was  purchased  from  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  in 
October  for  12s. ,  less  25  per  cent.  Messrs.  Burroughs 
We'lcome  made  their  minimum  price  10  per  cent,  above 
the  nominal  price — i.e.  13?.  2^d. ;  but,  owing  to  high  ex- 
penses in  carrying  on  the  business,  the  respondents  were 
obliged  to  make  the  price  14s.  6d.  The  profit  was  37.9 
per  cent. ;  the  profit  before  the  war  was  43  per  cent.  He 
need  hardly  remind  the  Committee  that  the  working 
expenses  were  considerably  more  now  than  they  were  six 
or  seven  years  ago.  The  gross  profit  on  Messrs.  Dyson's 
business  as  a  whole  in  1914  was  49  per  cent.,  and  the  net 
profit  13  per  cent.,  whereas  in  1920  the  gross  profit  was 
36.9  per  cent*,  and  the  net  profit  9.7  per  cent.  Those 
figures  were  made  out  by  a  chartered  accountant.  The 
chairman  said  he  had  a  letter,  which  was  put  before  the 
Committee,  from  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  in  reply 
to  a  query,  by  the  respondents,  stating  that  the  current 
price  of  the  inhalers  was  12-?.  each,  plus  10  per  cent. 
Mr.  Archibald  Dyson,  Ph.C,  stated  in  evidence  that 
his  price  was  not  a  mistake.  He  could  not  afford 
to  sell  at  the  minimum  price,  and,  so  far  as  he 
knew,  neither  could  any  of  the  West-End  chemists 
do  so.  Before  the  war  he  purchased  inhalers  at  3-s.  9d. 
net  and  sold  them  at  6s.  6d.  He  had  been  able  to  trace 
such  sales  in  his  books.  The  Chairman  :  Were  these 
inhalers  you  had  before  the  war  identical  with  the  one 
you  sold  to  the  complainant  ? — That  is.  so.  Can  you 
account  for  Messrs.  Barker  charging  5?.  6d.  ? — Yes.  They 
admitted,  they  had  made  a  mistake.  I  went  to  Barkers, 
after  the  complaint  had  been  made,  and  bought  a  similar 
article  at  13s.  2d.  I  produce  the  invoice.  Did  you  make 
any  inquiries  about  the  charge  of  5*'.  6d.  ? — Yes.  The 
manager  told  me  it  was  a  mistake.  Mr.  Kirby  said  he 
thought  that  Messrs.  Barker  were  obtaining  a  higher 
discount  bscause  they  bought  in  larger  quantities.  The 
Chairman  :  It  is  extraordinary  that  Barkers  should  charge 
5.?.  6d.  I  think  we  should  have  evidence  from  Barkers. 
Mr.  Kirby  said  he  had  no  objection  to  such  evidence, 
but  it  would  only  be  to  admit  that  they  had  made  a 
mistake.  The  question  for  the  Committee  was  as  to 
whether  Messrs.  Dyson  had  made  a  reasonable  charge  or 
not.  After  consideration,  the  Chairman  said  the  Com- 
mittee felt  that  the  complainant  was  quite  justified  in 
lodging  the  complaint.  The  Committee  must  accept  Mr. 
Dyson's  statement  as  to  the  present  and  pre-war  profit,  and 
therefore  the  case  would  be  dismissed.  A  member  of  the 
public  who  was  present  said  he  could  get  dozens  of  these 
inhalers  at  5s.  6d.  each.  The  Chairman  :  Then  why  didn't 
you  give  evidence  to  that  effect  ? — The  man  said  he  could 
have  given  the  evidence  but  was  not  called  by  the  com- 
plainant.    The  Chairman  •  The  case  is  now  closed.

The  best  evidence  I  can  give  you  of  this  is 
that  our  English  sales  have  increased  every  week  since  we 
took  over  the  business,  the  smallest  week's  increase  being 
the  week  of  the  coal  strike,  when  everything  was  at  a 
standstill  in  England,  and  that  week  increased  $4,000  over 
the  same  week  of  the  previous  year.  The  average  weekly 
increase  has  been  $80,C00,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  general  conditions  existing  in  England  have  not 
been  conducive  to  increasing  business."  Continuing, 
the  "Financial  Times  "  says  :  "  It  is  significant  to  notice, 
however,  that  despite  the  large  increase  in  the  turnover 
done  by  Liggett's  International — an  increase  which  is 
shown  by  other  associated  undertakings  of  the  United 
Drug  Co. — the  latter  parent  concern,  like  so  many  in  Jus  - 
trial  undertakings  in  this  country,  finds  the  general 
financial  position  anything  but  comfortable.

The  sales  of  the  United  Drug  Co.  for  the  past  year  with, 
the  figures  for  the  final  month  estimated,  were  $70,000,000.

Drugs  and  Druggists'  Sundries  Section. 

The  first  British  Industries  Fair,  held  in  1915,  although 
a  modest  affair  compared  with  those  of  more  recent  years, 
was  an  unqualified  success  both  as  regards  the  attendance

Only  British  manufacturing  firms 
nre  allowed  to  enter,  and  no  exhibitor  is  permitted 
to  display  goods  other  than  those  of  his  actual  manu- 
facture. The  result  is  that  buyers  who  visit  the  Fair 
know  that,  articles  identical  with  those,  shown  on  each 
.stand  cannot  be  purchased  elsewhere  in  the  Fair.  Admit- 
tance is  restricted  to  bona-fide  trade  buyers.  Exhi- 
bitors are,  therefore,  able  to  give  proper  attention  to 
each  individual,  and  the  buyer  is  able  to  do  his  business 
unhampered  by  crowds  of  sightseers.  The  buyer  has  not 
the  chilling  experience  of  wandering  from  showroom  to 
showroom.  Thte  firms  he  wishes  to  interview  are  all 
within  a  few  paces  of  each  other,  being  grouped  together. 
He  has  no  fear  of  overlooking  a  firm  whose  name  is  not 
known  to  him.  It  is  here  that  the  British  Industries 
Fair  is  so  much  more  valuable  to  the  buyer  than  the 
majority  of  Continental  Fairs,  sirrce  side  bv  side  with 
'the  firms  he  knows  are  the  firms  whose  productions  are 
•unknown  to  him.  These  firms,  although  they  may  be 
unknown  to  him  to-day,  are  as  important  to  him  as  those 
with  which  he  is  already  acquainted,  for  their  presence 
-it  the  Fair  shows  them  to  be  enterprising  and  ready 
lo  do  new  business  on  new  lines.

ever  shown.  In  the  course  of  a  few  hours  a  buyer  will 
be  able  to  inspect  and  compare  the  products  of 
what  practically  amounts  to  the  whole,  and  certainly  the 
very  best,  of  British  productions  in  these  trades. 
Catalogues  are  handed  gratis  to  overseas  visitors. 
Their  contents,  serving  as  they  do  as  books  of 
reference  for  the  year,  and  being  consulted  regularly 
in  all  parts  of  the  world,  are  edited  with  expert 
knowledge  by  the  trade  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Overseas  Trade.  Buyers  from  overseas  who  wish 
to  visit  the  Fair  should  apply  as  early  as  possible  to  the 
nearest  British  Consul  or  Trade  Commissioner  in  their 
country,  from  whom  they  will  be  able  to  secure  full  in- 
formation. On  their  arrival  in  England  it  would  be  to

Blossom  Street,  York. — The  public  examination  of  this, 
debtor  was  held  on  January  7  at  York.  The  statement 
of  affairs  showed  gross  liabilities  of  3.739?.,  of  which 
1.907?.  was  expected  to  rank  for  dividend,  against  assets 
estimated  to  realise  717/.  IBs.  5(7.  Debtor  attributed  his 
position  mainly  to  a  judgment  given  against  him  in  an. 
action  at  Leeds  Assizes,  under  which  he  estimated  to 
be  liable  for  about  1,000?.  He  had  been  ill,  and  during 
that  period  only  proprietary  articles  could  be  sold,  and 
his  work  of  making  up  prescriptions  was  topped.  His 
household  expenses  from  July  1,  1919,  were  216/.,  and  the 
net  profit  from  the  business  for  seventeen  months  to  the 
date  of  the  receiving  order  amounted  to  201/.  Debtor 
stated  that  he  commenced  business  in  November  1910 
with  350/.  capital  borrowed  from  his  father.  In  July 
1912  he  sold  the  business  for  350/.,  and  moved  to  his 
present  address,  when  he  obtained  further  sums  from 
his  father  in  order  to  enable  him  to  cam'  on  the  busi- 
ness and  purchase  the  fittings.  The  books  of  account 
kept  consisted  of  a  day  book  of  credit  sales,  a  debtors' 
ledger,  and  cash  book.  "  The  net  profit  in  1918  amounted 
to  124/.  7s.  9f/.,  in  1919  116/.  15s.  6d.,  and  in  1920 
161?.  lis.  Id.  Debtor  stated  that  he  was  not  in  diffi- 
culties until  after  the  judgment  in  the  action  against  him.

DRAFT  REGULATIONS. 


The  following  are  the  Draft  Regulations  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  under  rection  3  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920  {€'.  <£•  D.,  September  4,  1920,  p.  71),  for 
controlling  and  restricting  the  possession,  sale  and  distri- 
bution of  raw  opium. 

In  pursuance  of  Section  3  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920,  I  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations  : 

(1)  No  person  shall  supply  or  procure,  or  offer  to  supply 
or  procure,  raw  opium  to  or  for  any  person,  whether 
in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere,  or  shall  advertise 
raw  opium  for  sale 

(a)  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
is  authorised  by  these  Regulations  or  by  any  authority 
granted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  supply  raw 
opium,  or  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  import  or  export  raw  opium,  or 

(b)  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  such  licence  or  authority. 

(2)  No  person  shall  supply  or  procure,  or  offer  to  supply 
or  procure,  raw  opium  to  or  for  any  person,  who  is  not 
licensed  or  otherwise  authorised  to  be  in  possession  of 
raw  opium,  nor  to  any  person  so  licensed  or  authorised 
except  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
*uch  licence  or  authority. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  in  possession  of  raw  opium 
unless 

(a)  he  is  licensed  to  import  or  export  raw  opium,  or 

(b)  he  is  licensed  or  otherwise  authorised  to  supply 
raw  opium,  or 

(c)  he  is  otherwise  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
or  authorised  by  these  Regulations  or  by  any  authority 
granted  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  in  possession 
of  raw  opium. 

(4)  Every  person  who  supplies  raw  opium  shall  comply 
"with  the  following  provisions  : 

(a)  He  shall  enter,  or  cause  to  be  entered,  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose,  ail  supplies  of  raw  opium  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  obtained  by  him,  and  all  dealings 
in  raw  opium  effected  by  him  (including  sales  to  per- 
sons outside  the  United  Kingdom)  in  the  form  and 
containing  the  particulars  shown  in  the  schedule  to 
these  Regulations ; 

{b)  he  shall  make  the  entry  with  respect  to  any  raw 
opium  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  him  on  the 
day  on  which  it  is  received,  and  with  respect  to  any 
sale  or  supply  by  him  of  raw  opium  on  the  day  on 
which  the  transaction  is  effected  ; 

(c)  where  he  carries  on  business  at  more  than  one 
set  of  premises  he  shall  keep  a  separate  book  in  respect 
of  each  set  of  premises ; 

(d)  he  shall  keep  the  book  in  some  part  of  the  pre- 
mises to  which  it  relates,  so  that  it  shall  at  all  times 
be  available  for  inspection ; 

(e)  he  shall  not  cancel,  obliterate,  or  alter  any  entry 
in  the  book  or  make  therein  any  entry  which  is  untrue 
in  any  particular.  Any  mistake  in  an  entry  may  bs 
corrected  by  a  marginal  or  foot  note  giving  the  correct 
particulars  and  dated. 

(5)  Any  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  or  any  per- 
son lawfully  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of 
poisons  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  as  amended  by  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  or  any  person  employed  or  engaged  in 
dispensing  medicines  .at  any  public  hospital  or  other 
public  institution,  being  a  person  duly  registered  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  any  registered  veterinary 
surgeon,  is  hereby  authorised,  so  far  as  is  necessary 
for  the  practice  of  his  profession  or  employment,  to  be 
in  possession  of  and  supply  raw  opium, 'but  subject 
always  to  the  provision  of  the  foregoing  Regulation. 


(6)  In  the  event  of  any  person  authorised  by  these 
Regulations  or  by  any  authority  granted  by  the  Secretari- 
at State  to  be  in  possession  of  or  supply  raw  opium, 
being  convicted  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  or  an  offence 
under  the  enactments  relating  to  the  Customs  as  applied 
by  the  Act,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  by  notice  .in 
the  "Gazette"  withdraw  the  authority  aforesaid  in 
respect  of  such  person,  if  in  the  opinion  'of  the  Secretary 
of  State  such  person  cannot  properly  be  allowed  to  be 
in  possession  of,  supply  or  deal  in  raw  opium.

The  following  are  the  Draft  Regulations  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  under  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920  (10  &  11  Geo.  V.,  ch.  46),  for  controlling 
the  manufacture,  sale,  possession,  and  distribution  of 
morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine,  and  diamorphine  (commonly 
known  as  heroin),  and  their  respective  salts,  and  medi- 
cinal opium,  and  preparations  and  substances  containing- 
not  less  than  one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth 
per  cent,  of  cocaine,  ecgonine,  or  diamorphine. 

In  pursuance  of  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920,  I  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations  : 

Application. 

(1)  The  drugs  to  which  these  Regulations  apply  are 
morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine,  and  diamorphine  (commonly 
known  as  heroin),  and  their  respective  salts,  and  medi- 
cinal opium  and  any  preparation,  admixture,  extract,  or 
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other  substance  containing  not  less  than  one-fifth  per  cent, 
of  morphine  or  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  ecgonine,  or 
diamorphine. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing  provision  the  per- 
centage in  the  case  of  morphine  shall  be  calculated  as  in 
respect  of  anhydrous  morphine. 

Manufacture. 

(2)  No  person  shall  manufacture  or  carry  on  any  pro- 
cess in  the  manufacture  of  morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine,

of  State  may  by  notice  in  the  "Gazette"  withdraw  the 
authority  in  respect  of  such  person  if,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  such  person  cannot  properly  be 
allowed  to  manufacture,  supply,  or  be  in  possession  of  any 
such  di'ug. 

(13)  No  person  shall  deliver  any  of  the  drugs  to  any 
person  not  licensed  or  otherwise  authorised  to  be  in  posses- 
sion of  the  drugs  for  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  so  licensed 
or  authorised  unless  such  person  produces  an  authority  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  person  so  licensed  or  authorised,  to 
receive  the  drug  on  his  behalf  and  unless  the  person 
supplying  the  drug  is  satisfied  that  the  authority  is 
genuine.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Protest. 

Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain,  forwards  us  the  following 
correspondence  between  the  Society  and  the  Home  Office  : 

From  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  '(December  6,  1920). 

I  am  instructed  by  the  Council  to  express  their  thanks  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  having-  given  them  the  opportunity 


of  perusing  the  preliminary  draft  of  Regulations  under  Sec- 
tions 3  and  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  They  have  care- 
fully considered  the  proposed  Regulations  in  detail. 

The  Act  (Section  7  (2))  enacts  that  the  Regulations  shall 
provide  for  any  person  lawfully  keeping  open  shop  for 
the  retailing  of  poisons  to  carry  on  at  the  shop  the  business 
of  retailing  as  well  as  of  dispensing  or  compounding  any 
drug'  coming  within  its  provisions.  The  words  "  retailing, 
dispensing",  and  compounding  "  were  taken  from  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  and  they  denote  separate  functions.  As  the 
Regulations  arc  drawn,  so  far  from  providing  for  the  retail- 
ing of  the  drugs  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  they 
forbid  their  being  retailed,  and  confine  the  transactions  in 
the  drugs  to  those  coming  within  the  term  "  dispensing." 
The  Council  maintain  that  the  Act  does  not  oontemplate 
the  restriction  of  the  supply  of  the  drugs  coining-  within  the 
scope  of  the  Act  to  articles  prescribed  by  medical  practi- 
tioners. 

Apart,  however,  from  the  foregoing  objection,  it  is  main- 
tained that  the  evil  aimed  at  by  the  Act  will  not  be-  removed 
by  preventing  sales,  whilst  allowing  doctors  to  supply  any 
of  the  drugs  in  however  potent  a  form  provided  they  write 
a  prescription.  For  instance,  there  are  doctors  who  keep 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  as  far  as  we  under- 
stand the  Regulations  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  person 
obtaining  at  such  a  shop  as  much  cocaine  or  morphine  as  he 
desired,  provided  that  for  each  transaction  the  doctor  wrote 
out  a,  prescription. 

In  the  case  of  a  drug  which  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Home 
Office  of  such  a  character  that  it  should  not  be  supplied 
without  the  intervention  of  a  doctor,  the  mischief  aimed  at 
by  the  Act  afld  Regulations  cannot  be  effectively  prevented 
unless  the  person  who  writes  the  prescription  is  himself 
prohibited  from  supplying  the  article.  The  person  who  does, 
in  fact,  supply  it  should  act  on  his  own  behalf,  and  not  as 
agent  or  servant  of  the  prescriber. 

The  intervention  between  the  prescriber  and  consumer 
of  a  third  party  responsible  for  keeping  the  records  and 
the  actual  supply  of  the  article  is  essential.  I  am  to  point 
out  the  bearing-  on  this  point  of  my  letter  of  November  18, 
1920,  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  functions  of  prescrib- 
ing and  dispensing. 

Provided  the  Regulations  are  made  effective  for  prevent- 
ing the  evil,  the  Society  would  submit  to  any  necessary 
measure  of  control  and  restriction  upon  the  rights  of  phar- 
macists as  they  at  present  exist.  On  the  other  hand,  it  i- 
unreasonable  to  expect  pharmacists  to'  acquiesce  in  stringent 
restrictions  upon  the  conduct  of  business  and  the  removal 
of  rights  especially  conferred  on  them  by  Statute  if  so  large 
a  gap  in  the  precautions  taken  is  allowed  as-  would  permit 
of  the  supply  by  doctors  in  their  own  shops  and  surgeries 
of  the  drugs  which  are  to  bo  the  subject  of  the  Regulations. 
The  extent  of  the  interference  with  the  business  of  pharma- 
cists is  realised  when  the  list  (attached)  of  the  best-known 
preparations  coming  within  the.  Regulations  is  examined — 
e.g.,  no  member  of  the  public  could  purchase  a  Dover's 
.Powder  from  a  pharmacist  without  first  consulting  a  doctor, 
and  when  the  doctor  sees  him  he  may  not  only  charge  him 
a  fee  for  consultation,  but  himself  supply  the  powder  at  such 
a  rate  of  profit  to  him  as  he  himself  may  impose. 

Again,  if  the  Regulations  are  to  be  adequate,  and  are 
imposed  on  doctors  who  themselves  supply  the  drugs,  we 
think  the  busy  practitioner  will  find  them  too  irksome  to 
comply  with,  and  infringements  will  be  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  detect. 

In  all  the  circumstances  we  respectfully  suggest  that 
before  further  considering  these  draft  Regulations  the 
Home  Office  or  the  Ministry  of  Health  should  set  up  a 
Committee  to  deal  with  the  matter  raised  in  my  letter  of 
November  18.  That  Committee, could  get  to  work  at  once, 
and  in  the  light  of  its  investigations  and  of  its  recommenda- 
tions, these  draft  Regulations  could  be  completed.  The  posi- 
tion has  been  somewhat  altered  since  the  Bill  passed  in  the 
direction  which  makes  it  easier  to  defend  the  slight  delay 
which  would  occur  by  adopting  the  course  above  indicated— 
namely,  on  the  initiative  of  the  Society  all  the  articles  in 
the  attached  list  will  come  within  the  provisions  applicable 
to  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  the 
consent  of  the  Privy  Council  to  this  alteration  in  the  Sche- 
dule was  notified  in  the  "  Gazette  "  of  the  3rd  inst. 

The  Council  has  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  placing  before  you  their  suggestions  in  'regard  to 
the  Regulations,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  aire  satis- 
fied the  Reflations  cannot  be.  made  effective  unless  the 
fundamental  defect  I  have  referred  to  is  remedied,  they 
would  like  to  know  at  this  stage  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  upon  the  points  we  have  raised  in  this  letter. 

TThe  list  referred  to  consists  of  the  titles  of  preparations 
containing  cocaine,  diamorphine,  and  opium  compounds 
mentioned  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex.] 
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The  Home  Office  Reply  (January  7). 
I  have  laid  before  the  Secretary  of  State  your  letter  of 
the  6th  ultimo  in  regard  to  the  preliminary  draft  Begada- 
tions  under  Sections  3  and  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920,  and  I  am  directed  by  him  to  say  that  he  is  unable  to 
admit  the  contention  of  the  Society  that,  in  view  of  the 
provisions  in  Sub-section  2  (h)  of  Section  7  of  the  Act  it 
would  be-  ultra  vires  to  provide  in  the  Regulations  that  none 
of  the  drugs  to  which  that  Section  applies  shall  be  sold 
except  on  a   doctor's  prescription.      The  Section  gives  a 
general  power  to  make  Regulations  for  controlling  the  sale 
and  distribution  of  the  drugs,  and  further  provides  in  Sub- 
section 1  (b)  (but  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the 
power  mentioned)  for  the  sale  of  the  drugs  by  the  licensed 
or  authorised  persons  to  be  subject  to  conditions.    In  the 
opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  State  it  is  clear  that  the  provi- 
sion m  Sub-section  2  does  not  exempt  the  persons  referred  to 
from  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  1,  and  that  the  authorisa- 
tion to  be  given  m  pursuance  of  Sub-section  2  is  subject  to 
any  Regulations  that  may  be  made  under  Sub-section  1  for 
controlling  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  drugs.    He  may 
point  out  that  if  the  contention  of  the  Society  were  well 
founded  there  would  be  no  power  to  continue  the  present 
prohibition  of  the  sale  of  cocaine  except  on  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription.

Bonnes  Bouches 

in  last  week's  C.  <£  D.  include  the  naive  re- 
mark of  the  multi-secretary  of  the  new  Union  that  "  he 
has  never  known  such  complete  unanimity  in  regard  to 
a.  vital  issue."  Perhaps  when  his  "  experience  of  phar- 
maceutical politics  "  broadens  he.  will  discover  that  the 
apathy  brought  about  by  disgust  at  the  stampeding  tactics 
adopted  in  founding  the  Union  is  not  much  of  a  basis 
for  building  up  unanimity.  Already  it  appears  that  insur- 
ance companies  are  offering  facilities  for  covering 
chemists'  legal  risks  at  a  rate  which  will  introduce  the 
competitive  element  into  this  class  of  business.  Another 
tit-bit  which  I  noticed  was  the  ' '  applause ' '  following  the 
announcement  at  the  Council  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  that  twenty-four  students  had  paid  an 
extra  half-guinea  to  be  supplied  with  the  "  Journal."  It 
may  or  may  not  be  a  subject  for  applause  that  the  Society 
is  to  lose  not  only  the  half -guinea  subscription  of  these 
young  men,  but  the  "  extra  half -guinea  "  because  these, 
added  together,  about  represent  the  cost  of  supplying  the 
"  Journal  "  to  each  person. 

Voting  by  Proxy, 

though  it  might  do  something  to  lessen  the 
influence  of  multiple-shop  companies  in  the  new  Union, 
would  not  neutralise  it.  We  may  be  quite  sure  that 
"Octopus"  will  always  be  there  with  his  six  hundred 
votes.  Has  any  return  ever  been  made  of  the  total 
number  of  multiple  shops  ?  The  interests  of  their  owners 
may  not  always  be  identical,  but  the  companies  are  all 
more  or  less  hostile  to  the  single  shopman,  and  they  will 
be  sure  to  hang  together  in  any  case  in  which  their 
interests  and  his  appear  to  clash.  It  would  be  only  too 
easy  to  name  several  questions  on  which  they  and  he  will 
be  opposed,  and  there  will  probably  be  much  more  unani- 
mity on  the  one  side  than  on  the  other.  It  seems,  indeed, 
almost  impossible  to  get  pharmacists  to  act  together,  and 
if  any  great  diversion  of  opinion  should  arise  among  them 
the  multiple  shops  will  be  the  deciding  factor.  Perhaps 
this  may  have  the  effect  of  welding  the  single  men  together 
a  little,  but  that  only  means  that  a  state  of  internecine 
war  is  quite  likely  to  arise.  I  wonder  whether  our  leaders 
know  what  they  are  doing?  Have  they  seriously  faced 
these  possibilities  ? 

The  Extraordinary  Bargain 

that  has  been  made  regarding  the 
schedule  of  declared  drugs  to  be  added  to  the  Proprietary 
Medicines  Bill  is  not  creditable  to  the  negotiators.  The  in- 
clusion of  benzol,  cotton  root,  methylene  blue,  oil  of  cedar, 
potassium  chorate,  santonin,  and  tansy  is,  as  you  say, 
inexplicable.  They  are  not  active  drugs,  and  some  of  them, 
such  as  benzol  and  oil  of  cedar,  are  not  even  used  in 
medicine  in  this  country.  The  Ministry  of  Medical  Men, 
which  is  so  much  in  disrepute  at  the  present  time,  will 
surely  hasten  its  fall  if  it  endeavours  to  add  such  an 
absurd  schedule  to  the  Bill.  There  are  curious  rumours 
about  that  the  Bill  must  be  pushed  through  at  any  cost, 
not  only  because  several  soft  jobs  depend  on  the  measure 
becoming  law,  but  on  account  of  a  deeper  scheme  of  ab- 
sorbing the  legal  functions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
into  the  Ministry.  When  some  of  these  plans  materialise 
chemists  will  begin  to  see  why  the  Union  was  rushed 
through  without  discussion. 

"Mushroom," 

which  a  Colonial  correspondent  asks  me  to 
explain,  is  from  the  French  Mousseron,  which,  again, 
is  an  extension  of  Mousse,  moss  (German  Moos).  The 
earliest  known  form  in  which  the  word  is  used  by  an 
English  writer  is  Mousserovn,  which  makes  the  derivation 
plain,  and  the  other  French  form,  Mouscheron,  also  per- 
sisted -in  English,  with  slight  variations,  for  some  time. 
This  afterwards  became  Mushroom,  Musherom,  Mush- 
rum  (Gerard's  name  for  the  fungus),  Moshrump,  Mushrub, 
etc.  Mushrump  appears  to  be  fairly  common  down  to  the 
middle  of  the  seventeenth  century.  Mousseron  itself,  I 
believe,  still  survives  as  a  name  for  a  particular  kind  of 


mushroom.      In    Bailey's    and    other    old  dictionaries 

imousserons  are  distinguished   from  common  mushrooms. 

At  a  still  earlier  time  "mushroom  "  included  toadstools; 

thus  the  Alphita  Glossary  puts  both  "  moscherones  "  and 

"  paddoc-stol "  under  Fungus  agaricus.

t  The  Physician  in  English  History," 

Dr.  Norman  Moore's 
title  for  his  Linacre  Lecture,  now  published  in  a  little 
book,  appears  to  stand  for  "The  Physician  in  English 
Literary  History,"  and  even  so  it  is  a  little  too  large  for 
the  lecture.  It  would  have  been  impossible,  no  doubt, 
to  exhaust  the  subject  in  an  hour's  discourse,  but  seeing 
that  Dr.  Moore,  whose  survey  comes  down  to  Dr.  John- 
son's time,  has 'filled  about  half  his  space  with  gossip 
concerning  a  number  of  people  who  were  not  physicians,  it 
is  curious  that  he  does  not  mention  such  men  as  Sir 
Thomas  Browne,  of  Norwich,  the  physician  who  of  all 
others  occupies  the  highest  place  in  our  prose  literature ; 
Henry  Vaughan,  the  Silurist,  who  next  to  Milton  is  per- 
haps the  greatest  religious  poet  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury ;  Dr.  Armstrong,  a  better  poet  than  Garth,  of  whom 
we  are  told  a  good  deal;  Akenside,  who  surpassed  both 
the  last-named  as  a  poet ;  and  Sir  Richard  Blackmore. 
who  though  a  very  poor  was  a  very  voluminous  one,  the 
author  of  six  epics  in  sixty  books,  and  who  achieved 
the  distinction  of  a  famous  line  in  "  The  Dunciad  " — 

"Who  sings  so  loudly,  and  who  sings  so  long."- 
The  Use  of  Mummy  in  Medicine, 

says  Wootton,  is  not  very 
ancient,  and  it  is  uncertain  when  or  how  it  began.  Sir 
Wallis  Budge,  of  the  British  Museum,  in  his  recently 
published  work,  "By  Nile  and  Tigris,"  gives  an  account 
of  the  matter,  which,  on  his  authority,  may  perhaps  be 
accepted.  It  was  the  bitumen  used  in  embalmment  that 
brought  mummies  into  the  market  as  materia  medica. 
Bitumen  had  a  very  great  reputation  in  medicine  in  the 
earliest  times  of  which  we  have  any  record ;  it  occurs 
in  the  Ebers  Papyrus,  and  in  many  prescriptions  from 
all  over  the  East  printed  by  Sir  Wallis  in  his  "  Syrian 
Anatomy."  Dioscorides  mentions  it  as  obtained  in 
Phoenicia,  Babylon,  Zante,  and  Sicily,  and  much  later- 
writers,  who  say  nothing  of  its  use  in  mummification,, 
describe  its  curative  properties.  Among  other  places,  it 
was  derived  ,from  the  Dead  Sea,  and  thus  obtained  the 
name  of  bitumen  Judaicum,  or  Jew's  pitch.  By  Arab 
writers  it  was  called  "  mumie,"  a  form  of  the  Persian 
mumiya.  Originally  this  substance,  which  the  Persians 
used  in  embalmment,  must  have  been,  or  contained,  wax, 
the  Persian  name  for  which  was  mum,  but  later  the 
name  was  given  to  bitumen,  and,  occasionally,  in  Arabia, 
to  other  medicaments  of  which  bitumen  was  a 
principal  ingredient.  Embalmment  in  Egypt  was 
anciently  performed  by  means  of  costly  spices,  and  the 
bodies  were  decked  with  jewellery.  This  caused  them 
to  be  stolen  to  such  an  extent  that,  after  the  twenty-sixth 
dynasty,  bitumen,  was  used  instead  of  spices,  and  the 
decking  with  jewellery  discontinued.  Soon,  however,  the 
demand  for  bitumen  as  medicine  revived  the  practice  of 
stealing  mummies,  the  bitumen  used  for  them  being  of 
the  finest  quality  and  easily  accessible,  and  both  it  and 
the  bitumenised  flesh  were  sold  to  physicians  for  use  in 
medicine.  I  need  not  follow  Sir  Wallis  further,  as  the 
rest  of  the  story,  and  the  abuses  of  the  trade  in 
"  mummy,"  will  be  found  in  Wootton's  "Chronicles." 
Sir  Wallis,  in  a  footnote,  quotes  in  full  the  passage  from 
Ambrose  Pare  on  which  Wootton  relies  f<jr  much  of  his 
information. 

Old  London  Cries. — In  the  course  of  a  lecture  on 
sixteenth-century  cries  of  London,  delivered  at  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts  on  January  6,  Sir  Frederick  Bridge, 
Mus.  Doc.,  said  that  though  "sweet  juniper"'  was  sold 
to  one  of  these  musical  accompaniments  in  the  London  of 
that  day,  the  cry  "  Sweet  lavender  !  "  familiar  to  later 
generations,  does  not  appear  among  those  of  the  Eliza- 
bethan age.

Dangerous  Regulations. 

The  draft  of  the  Regulations  io  be  made  by  the  Home 
Secretary  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  which  we 
print  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  is  drawn  up  apparently 
without  any  thought  of  the  inconvenience  which  such 
unpractical  requirements  will  cause  to  medical  men, 
chemists,  and  the  public.  It  will  be  illegal,  for  example, 
recording  to  Regulation  4  to  sell  without  a  prescription 
from  a  duly  qualified  medical  man  such  household 
remedies  as  cough  mixtures  (containing  morphine  or 
heroin  in  medicinal  quantities),  chlorodyne  (containing 
morphine),  gall  and  opium  ointment,  etc.  The  list*  of 
prohibited  articles  contained  in  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia is  as  follows  :

There  are,  in  addition,  hundreds  of  unofficial  prepara- 
tions containing  opium  or  its  alkaloids,  the  sale  of  which 
would  be  rendered  illegal,  unless  they  are  diluted  so  as 
to  take  them  out  of  the  percentage  requirement.  The 
Regulations  go  beyond  what  is  required   by  the  Inter- 
national '  Opium    Convention,    to    carry   out   which  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  was  passed.    By  this  Convention 
the  contracting  parties  ara  required  to  enact  pharmacy 
laws  and  regulations  in  such   a  way   as  to  limit  the 
manufacture,  the  sale,  and  the  use  of  morphine,  cocaine, 
and  their  respective  salts  to  medical  and  legitimate  uses 
only,   iwless  existing  laws  or  regulations  have  already- 
regulated    the    matter.      Article    10    deals    with  the 
methods  of  control,  such  as  the  registration  and  licensing 
of  manufacturers  of  the  drugs  referred  to,  whilst  persons 
who  sell  are  to  be  required  to  register  on  their  books 
the  quantities  manufactured,  the  importations,  the  sales, 
or  any    other    transfer   and    exportation    of  morphine, 
cocaine,  and  their  respective  salts.    The  following  signi- 
ficant paragraph  is  added :    This  rule  shall   not  apply 
necessarily  to  medical   prescriptions  and  to  sales  made 
by    duly    authorised    pharmacists.      By    Article  14, 
medicinal  opium,  heroin,  and  preparations  containing  more 
than  .  0.2  per  cent,  of  morphine  of  more  than  0.1  per 
cent,  of  cocaine  are  brought  in  and  are  to  be  subjected  to 
the  same  regulations  governing  the  alkaloids.    Now  it  is 
obv  ious  from  this  that  the  draft  Regulations  issued  by 
the  Home  Secretary  go  much  further  than  the  Convention 
requires,  with  the  consequence   that  much  unnecessary- 
trouble  and  expense  will  be  caused  to  millions  of  the 
public,  and  also'  to'  medical    men,  dentists,  veterinary 
surgeons,  and   pharmacists,  without   any  advantage  in 
carrying  out  the  objects  which  the  Convention  is  designed 
to  bring  about.    It  will  be  noted  that  the  retail  sale  in 
this  country  of  all  the  drugs  mentioned  is  already  subject 
to  very  severe  conditions,  and  is  strictly  confined  to  a  class 
of  traders   who  have  been  especially  trained    for  the 
work.    There  is,  therefore,  no  warrant  for  the  Regula- 
tions so  far  as  they  apply  to  chemists.    The  prohibition 
of  retail  sale  is  an  addition  which  js  not  required  by 
the  Convention,  and  is  moreover  a  grave,  reflection  on 
the  integrity   of   the  medical,   dental,  veterinary,  and 
pharmaceutical  professions.    The   other  outstanding  ab- 
surdity   is   that   only    retail   chemists   will    be  allowed 
to    manufacture     "any     preparation,     admixture,  or 
extract  of    any   of    the    drugs."      go   tar  as   Ave  can 
-see    no    provision    is    made    for    the    manufacture  of 
galenicals   containing    cocaine,    opium,  or  morphine  by 
wholesale  druggists  or  hospital  pharmacists.    It  is  not 
much  use  providing  that  masters  of  ships  may  possess 
the  drugs  covered  by  the  Act  if  they  cannot  purchase 
them  in  prepared  form  from  a  chemist."  The  prescription, 
which  is  the  only  means  of  obtaining  the  drugs,  is  re- 
quired to  be  given  by  a  "duly  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner,'' thus  throwing  upon  the  chemist  the  onus  of 
examining  the  writer's  credentials.    The  framers  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  were  wiser  in  their  generation,  and  in  the 
famous  Section  17  only  referred  to     "medicines  dis- 
pensed."     The   prescription  Regulation   (5)   is  in  our 
opinion  unworkable  in  hospital    practice,   unless    it  is 
intended  that  one  prescription  is  sufficient  for  a  ward  full 
of  patients— and  there  is  nothing  in  the  Regulation  that 
precludes  this  idea,  or  states  that  the  prescription  is  for 
a  person.    A  special  book  is  to  be  reserved  for  prescrip- 
tions of  narcotic  drugs,    including  those  dispensed  for 
panel  patients.    In  addition,  there  are  to  be  kept  four 
separate  books  for  the  various  poisons,  and,  according  to 
ihe  schedule  to  the  Regulations,  the  prescriptions  are  also 


to  be  entered  in  these.  Under  the  Pharmacy  Act  the 
chemist  is  already  required  to  make  entries  in  a  prescrip- 
tion  book  or  poison  book,  so  that  the  clerical  work  in- 
volved will  bo  enormous.  The  absurdity  of  making 
several  separate  entries  of  one  transaction  is  apparent 
to  anyone  outside  a  Government  office.  Regulation  8 
requires  the  percentage  and  total  amount  of  narcotic 
drug  m  an  article  to  be  plainly  marked  on  it,  so  as 
we  suppose,  to  make  the  public  familiar  with  narcotics 
-pa  most  pernicious  practice  in  our  opinion.  The  Refla- 
tion appears  also  to  apply  to  amounts  of  drugS°  not 
covered  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  in  this  par- 
ticular it  is,  we  submit,  ultra  vires.  It  will  be  a  novelty 
for  a  medical  man,  dentist,  and  veterinary  surgeon  to 
have  to  keep  half  a  dozen  poison  books  showing  for 
example,  how  each  few  minims  of  a  hypodermic  infection 
was  used.  The  record  books  to  be  kept  are 
of  doubtfu  utahty  from  a  practical  point  of  view. 
I  hey  would  show  the  amount  of  each  drug  bought 
and  sold  and  presumably  the  difference  between 
these  would  be  the  drug  in  stock.  Some  how- 
ever  may  be  contained  in  a  "preparation,  admixture 
?'  ™a"d  obvious]y  would*  not  be  entered  up 
un  .,  sold.  There  is  also  the  factor  of  loss  by  accident 
and  ,n  manufacture.  A  doctor  who  doles  out  ten-minim 
doses  of  a  hypodermic  injection  will  find  himself  unable 
to  balance  the  credit  and  debit  side  of  the  poison  book 
He  may  ev«,  decide  to  throw  away  some  of  the  injection

It  need  hardly  7  said  hat 
these  enormously  swollen  figures,  compared  with  the  pre-  • 
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war  year  1913,  represent  a  much  smaller  volume  of  goods 
in   both    imports    and    exports.    We    paid  48^  million 
sterling  more  for  food,  drink,  and  tobacco  than  in  1919, 
and  472i  million  more  than  in  1913  !    Of  raw  materials 
we  "bought  711-2-  millions'  worth,  or  nearly  105  millions 
more     than     in     1919,     and     441^     millions  more 
than    in    1913.      Here    the    principal    increase  was 
65,994.000/.  in  raw  cotton,  and  we  got  almost  one  million 
centals  less  for  it ;  imports  of  oil  seeds,  nuts,  oils,  fats, 
resins,  and  gums  at  82£  millions  were  9^  millions  less. 
Manufactured  articles  were  158,868,000/.  higher,  the  lead- 
ing increase  being  33,414,000?.  under  the  head  of  manu- 
factured oils,  fats,  and  resins,  our  imports  in  this  class 
being  77  millions.    Our  purchases  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
and  the  like  amounted  to  35,315,000/.,  or  14|  millions 
more  than  in  1919  and  almost  22  millions  more  than 
in  1913.

As  regards  British  exports,  one  of  the  striking  features 
is  the  remarkable  expansion  in  our  shipments  of  manu- 
factured goods,  the  value  attaining  the  magnificent  total 
of  1,120,732,000/.,  against  641,484,000/.  in  1919  and 
413,820,000/.  in  1913.  Cotton  goods  head  the  list  by  an 
increase  of  162,837,000/.,  iron  and  steel  manufactures  being 
second  with  an  expansion  of  46a;  millions ;  next  follow 
woollen  goods  by  39^  millions  more,  and  machinery  by 
32,716,000/.  more.  Chemicals  and  allied  produce  were 
13,715,000/.  more,  exports  being  valued  at  40,730,000/., 
and '  compared  with  1913  the  increase  is  21  millions.

Considerable  allowance  must  be  made  for  enhanced 
prices  in  the  above  figures,  and  in  many  instances  they 
bear  no  comparison  with  the  1913  quantities.  Sodium 


and  potassium  compounds,,  however,  did  particularly  well 
as  regards  quantities,  likewise  dyes  and  dyestuffs.  Copper- 
sulphate  lacks  vitality,  but  ammonium  sulphate  may 
further  recover  this  year ;  glycerin  exceeded  the  pre-war 
figures  in  quantity,  and  the  exports  of  sulphuric  acid 
and  tartaric  acid  were  decidedly  good,  particularly  the- 
latter.  We  give  below  the  exports  month  by  month  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  which  have  attained  the  high  total 
of  5      millions  "sterling.

In  the  above  figures  British  quinine  and  quinine  salts  are- 
represented  by  671,302/.  for  1920,  compared  with  287,499/. 
for  1919  and  72,642?.  for  1913,  the  quantities  exported 
being  2,806,653  oz.,  1,722,191  oz.,  and  1,374,328  oz. 
respectively.  Our  re-exports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,, 
and  colours,  which  in  1919  were  valued  at  10,758,500/.,- 
fell  to  5,356,300/.  last  year.  , Sodium  nitrate  accounts  for 
a  large  share  of  the  declirfe,  but  various  circumstances- 
are  now  at  work,  Continental  ports  that  deal  with 
entrepot  trade  being  active  competitors  with  our  ports 
as  distributors  of  the  world's  produce.  The  out- 
standing features  of  the  year's  trading  are,  of  course,, 
the  enormously  inflated  values,  and  the  shrinkage  in 
volume  compared  with  1913.  At  the  same  time,  con- 
siderable progress  has  been  made  in  -rebuilding  overseas 
trade  since  the  Armistice,  but  until  the  painful  process- 
of  deflation  of  prices  has  been  completed,  and  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  foreign  markets  restored,  we  cannot 
be  said  to  have  turned  the  corner. 


Mercury  in  1920. 

Fluctuations  in  the  price  of  mercury  during  the  past 
year  were  probably  the  greatest  recorded  in  the  history  of 
the  metal,  having  varied  as  much  as  15/.  per  bottle,  or 
between  27/.  (the  extreme  highest  touched  on  March  22> 
and  12?.,  the  figure  at  which  the  leading  importers  pegged 
their  price  for  Spanish  just  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
range  in  values  in  1919  represented  9/.  per  bottle,  com- 
pared with'  5/.  in  1918  and  11.  10s.  in  1917.  In  pre-war 
years  fluctuations  were  comparatively  small  under  normal 
conditions — in  fact,  the  price  in  1913  varied  by  only 
10s.  a  bottle  at  between  11.  10s.  and  11.,  and  after  falling 
to  61.  10s.  early  in  1914,  it  then  rose  gradually  in  that 
year  to  11/.  5s.,  and  remained  thereat  until  the  opening  of 
1915.  It  is  necessary  to  revert  to  that  year  in  order  to 
find  a  lower  figure  than  the  lowest  recorded  at  the  end  of 
1920.  Comparatively  little  stock  having  been  appar- 
ently carried  into  1920,  it  is  obvious  that,, 
owing  to  the  continuance  of  a  lively  demand,, 
especially  for  export,  in  the  early  months,  com- 
bined with  relatively  restricted  imports,  holders  made  the 
most  of  their  opportunity,  and  the  price  was  thus  raised 
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in  March  to  as  high  as  27/.  per  bottle.    With  the  imports 
over  the  spring  continuing  limited — partly  attributed  to 
difficulties  in  securing  freight — the  market  was  not  greatly 
affected  by  the  fact  that  the  general  demand  tended  to 
weaken  from,  all  quarters.    Adverse  economic  conditions 
at.  Far  Eastern  centres,  especially  Japan.,   where  trade 
requirements  had  been  over-provided,  exerted  a  weakening 
influence  oil  the  London  market,  especially  when  it  be- 
came known  that  some  parcels  were  being  reshipped  from 
Japan.    During  May  the  market  became  widely  divergent 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  leading  importing 
firm  persistently  maintained  their  limit  for  Spanish  mer- 
cury ,at  25/.  a  bottle,  in  spite  of  vigorous  competition  on 
the  part  of  dealers  and  merchants,  who  were  over  a  certain 
period  anxious  to  get  rid  of  the  numerous  parcels  of 
Italian   mercury   which   reached   this    country  through 
various  Continental  channels,  including  even  Germany  and 
Scandinavia.    It  thus  happened  that  Italian  quicksilver 
towards  mid-May  was  actually  secured  at  21/.  10s.,  or 
31.  10s.  below  the  figure  quoted  for  Spanish.    The  slack- 
aiess  of  demand  over  the  summer  months  became  more 
pronounced,  and  with  export  business  dropping  to  insig- 
nificant dimensions,  the  market  tended  sharply  downward, 
and  the  chief  importers  in  July  dropped  their  price  to 
20f.  10s.      There  was  a  little  more  doing  round  about 
20?.  to  21/.,  and  the  tone  thus  kept  very  steady,  while 
supply  and  demand  were  closely  balanced.  Second-hand 
supplies,  which  had  been  retained  in  Continental  coun- 
tries over  the  Armistice  period,  having  been  pretty  well 
•disposed  of,  there  was  not  much  metal  weighing  on  the 
market.  '  Over  the  autumn,  however,  in  spite  of  the  per- 
sistent falling  away  in  the  American  output,  the  trade 
demand  proved  insufficient  to  prevent  a  further  down- 
ward movement.    The  severe  industrial  world-crisis  has 
had  its  effect  on  mercury  as  on  any  other  commodities. 
The  outlet  in  the  second  half-year  was  certainly  exceed- 
ingly poor,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  im- 
portations from  Spain  have  been  on  an  unusually  small 
.scale,  the  price  'would  presumably  have  fallen  further. 
As  it  is,  the  price  stands  at  a  long  way  above  pre-war 
•  levels,  which  is  more  than  can  be  said  of  many  other  com- 
modities.   Most  metals,   as  a  matter  of   fact,  have  in 
recent  months  clipped  into  pre-war  levels.    Therefore,  the 
comparative  resistance  of  the  market  must  be  ascribed  to 
the  fact  that  the  control  exercised  in  regard  to  the  hand- 
ling of  supplie_s  from  the  main  sources  of  production  is 
becoming  more  and  more  apparent,  and  this  would  justify 
the  remarks  which  we  made  some  time  ago  relating  to  the 
•question  as  to  an  understanding  being  eventually  brought 
about  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  both  'Spanish  and 
Italian  production.    In  our  issue  of  August  14  full  par- 
ticulars    were      given     as     to     the  much-increased 
costs    and    the    difficulties    under    which  operations 
have     been     conducted     by     the      Italian  industry, 
while  such  difficulties  probably  also  apply  to  the  Idria 
mines,   which   became  part   of    Italian  territory  after 
the  Armistice.    The  big  slump  in  the  American  output 
must  be  regarded  as  an  important  factor  as  to  the  future 
■course  of  the  market.    This  output  amounted   for  the 
third  quarter  of  1920  to  only  2,045  flasks,  thus  showing  a 
decrease  of  1,640  .flasks  against  the  previous  quarter.  The 
total  of  the  American  production  for  nine  months  repre- 
sents 10,629  flasks,  and  if  the  falling-off  has  continued  at 
the  same  rate  during  the  fourth  quarter,  which  is  not 
improbable,  the  aggregate  for  the  whole  of  1920  may  not 
even  reach  12,000  flasks,  which  would  be  but  little  more 
than  one-fourth  of  the  biggest  annual    output  secured 
within  the  war-period.    On  the  basis  of  the  above  estimate 


for  last  year,  there  would  be  a  deficit  of  9,000  bottles  com- 
pared with  the  returns  for  1919.  The  American  position 
is  now  of  special  interest,  having  regard  to  the  bearing  it 
may  have  on  the  policy  of  European  producers.  Only 
twelve  mines  were  reported  working  in  America  in  the 
third  quarter,  and,  curiously  enough,  the  demand  there  is 
still  reported  slow  in  a  more  or  less  depressed  market, 
while  the  New  York  price  recently  dropped  to  about  $43 
per  flask.  The  figures  below,  giving  the  highest  and 
lowest  points  touched  in  each  year  during  the  last  four 
years,  afford  an  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  the  market 
has  been  swayed  by  the  after-effects  of  the  war  pressure, 
and  the  subsequent  heavy  falling-off  in  the  trade  demand.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  price  in  the  past  year  depre- 
ciated by  12/.  5s.  per  bottle,  or  fully  50  per  cent.  The 
outlook  seems  somewhat  stronger,  while  the  leading  im- 
porters raised  their  price  to  12/.  10*.  at  the  opening  of  the 
New  Year.  Other  sellers  are  quoting  over  that  figure 
and  appear  to  be  looking  for  some  further  recovery.  The 
market  is  presumably  not  over-supplied,  so  that,  given 
little  more  life  in  the  demand,  it  is  apt  to  become  sensi- 
tive.. Statistical  returns  covering  the  past  year  work  out 
as  follows,  based  on  the  figures  given  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  :

Whereas  the  net  imports  for  the  year  1913  represented 
18,534  bottles,  allowing  for  the  re-exports  of  26,815  bottles, 
the  net  imports  for  last  year  amounted  to  16,396  bottles! 
as  the  outgoings  were  well  over  one-half  the  quantities 
that  came  in.  The  returns  for  1919  were  more  particu- 
larly striking  in  this,  that  the  re-exports  were  actually 
much  in  excess  of  the  receipts,  and  thus  caused  the  stocks 
in  1919  to  be  eaten  into  very  considerably.  The  statistical 
position  was  made  much  stronger  in  the  early  months 
of  last  year :  this  partly  explains  the  extremely  high 
prices  then  ruling.  In  the  present  subdued  state  of  the 
market  and  pending  developments  in  the  demand,  which 
are  uncertain,  there  is  apparently  not  much  inducement 
on  the  part  of  Continental  producers  to  accelerate  new 
consignments  to  this  side. 


Panel  Patients'  Medicines. 

An-  ill-informed  paragraph  regarding  the  quality  of  the 
medicines  used  in  dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions  was 
given  in  "  The  Times  "  this  week.  The  "  medical  cor- 
respondent" evidently  belongs  to-  that  class  of  doctors 
who  did  their  best  to  wreck  the  scheme  of  National 
Health  Insurance  at  the  outset,  and  he  still  clings  to 
long-exploded  ideas.  The  Ministry  of  Health  does  not 
issue  any  prohibition  of  use  of  the  "  best  "  drugs  for 
panel  patients,  but  in  the  interests  of  Insurance  contribu- 
tors endeavours  to  check  reckless  prescribing.  It  is  in- 
correct to  state  that  "  instances  have  occurred  where  a 
doctor  prescribed  a  certain  expensive  drug  in  a  special 
case,  but  the  chemist  to  whom  the  prescription  was 
handed  gave  something  '  quite  as  good.'  though  less  ex- 
pensive." This  is  merely  a  doctor's  gibe  at  chemists, 
and  is  discreditable  to  the  accuser.

The  Insurance  Committee  will  continue  to  issue  triplicate 
prescription-books  to  doctors  on  the  panel.  Complaints 
have  been  made  by  chemists  that  certain  doctors  were 
not  supplying  duplicate  copiies  of  prescriptions.  This 
matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Panel  Committee.'  On 
the  advance  payments  'to  chemists,  the  Committee  in- 
structed the  secretary  to  send  a  further  communication 
to  the  Insurance  Committee. 

The  Function  of  the  Merchant. — Speaking  in  London 
on  January  11,  Lord  Askwith  observed  that  there  was 
a  new  school  of  thought,  particularly  cultivated  by  some 
of  the  Government  Departments,  which  suggested  that 
manufacturers  should  deal  with  consumers  direct  and 
eliminate  the  merchant  altogether  .  But  leading  manu- 
facturers of  this  country  valued  the  merchant  as  an 
indispensable  link  in  the  commercial  chiin.  The  mer- 
chant received  but  a  small  recompense  for  the  risks  he 
ran,  and  saved  the  manufacturer  from  running.  It 
was  not  sufficiently  recognised  that  merchants  were,  in 
fact,  bankers,  and  took  risks  that  an  ordinary  bank  would 
refuse  to  consider.  The  prosperity  of  the  country  had 
largely  arisen  from  the  enterprise  of  the  merchant. 
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Imports  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Synthetic  Chemicals. 

June— December,  1920. 


iin  our  issue  of  June  26,  1920  (p.  197).  we  published  a 
"list  of  the  imports  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals  into  the 
United  Kingdom  from  January-  to  the  end  of  May,  and 
in  the  undermentioned  tables  we  now  complete  the  year. 

The  list  is  compiled  from  the  London  Customs  Bill  of 
Entry,  but,  owing  to  the  incomplete  methods  adopted  by 
%he  Customs,  the  particulars  are  mostly  A'alues  only,  in- 
stead of  net  weights.  The  figures  show  the  predominance 
of  Germany  as  our  principal  source  of  supply  for  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals,  and,  probably,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  imports  from  Holland  originated  in  Germany.  The 


imports  from  the  United  States  appear  to  have  fallen  off 
owing  to  the  adverse  exchange.  Switzerland  has  become 
a  bigger  exporter  of  fine  chemicals.  France  seems  to 
have  concentrated  on  sodium  salicylate,  salol,  phenazone, 
and  some  of  the  synthetic  perf  umes.  The  figures  are  not 
in  all  instances  representative  of  our  total  imports  of 
chemicals — e.g.,  quinine  is  mostly  shipped  direct  trow. 
Java.  Canada  sends  us  pyrogallic  acid,  paraldehyde, 
acetone,  and  other  acetic  products  which  are  not  included 
in  the  table.  Scandinavia,  supplies  us  with  creosote 
carbonate  and  allied  products.

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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Assistants'  Unions. — The  London  Retail  and  Public 
Service  Branches  of  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical 
Union  held  a  conjoint  meeting  on  January  6,  Mr.  Match 
in  the  chair.  The  prospect  of  a  Trades  Board  was  dis- 
cussed and  no  regrets  were  expressed  at  the  extinction 
of  hopes  of  an  Industrial  Council.  A  Trades  Board  was 
felt  to  be  much  more  effective  in  wages  disputes,  in  that 
the  rates  agreed  upon  become  legally  binding.  A  resolu- 
tion was  then  passed  calling  upon  the  National  Executive 
of  the  Drug  and  Chemical  Union  to  assist  in  setting  up 
a  Trades  Board.    A  whist-drive  followed. 

Belfast. — The  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association 
held  a  committee  meeting  on  January  10  in  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Rooms.  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast.  Mr. 
S.  Suffern  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  Messrs.  Win. 
Dobbin,  R.  W.  McKnight,  W.  J.  Hardy,  J.  C.  Culbert, 
A.  W.  Mann,  R.  Kells,  and  the  secretary  (W.  J.  Steven- 
son) were  present.  Correspondence  was  read  from  the 
following  and  dealt  with  :  Belfast  Chamber  of  Trade, 
Mr.  R.  I.  Edwards,  Ph.C,  Glaxo,  Ltd.,  The  Dublin  and 
"Provincial  Association,  J.  R.  Neave  &  Co.,  and  Mr. 
■J.  W.  Gray,  Ph.C.  The  Committee  have  suggested  that 
Glaxo,  Ltd.,  should  affix  retail  price  tickets  on  tins  of 
"  Glaxo  "  to  prevent  traders  cutting  the  price.  A  dis- 
cussion on  topical  matters  followed. 

Ealing  -The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Ealing  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  on  January  10.  The  Pre- 
sident (Mr.  Ironmonger)  was  in  the  chair.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  Marns)  reported  that,  as  the  result  of  the  recent 
whist-drive,  they  had  been  able  to  send  a  cheque  for 
171.  3«-  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  A  case  of  a  grocer 
cutting  the  price  of  "Glaxo"  had  been  reported  to  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  and  stopped.  The  Pre- 
sident then  introduced  to  the  meeting  Mr.  John  Noble,  who 
has  set  himself  the  task  of  collecting  5C01.  (in  five  years) 
for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr.  Noble  gave  an  interest- 
ing address  on  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  :  "  That  the  members  of  the  Ealing 
and  District  Pharmacists'  Association  would  like  to  know 
if  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  taking  any  steps  to  secure 
si  proper  representation  of  pharmacy  in  the  preparation  of 
the  future  issues  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia."  Mr. 
Noble  next  gave  a  monologue.  What  is  the  Benevolent 
Fund  for  ? — in  which  he  portrays  an  old  chemist,  over 
seventy  years  of  age,  who,  after  forty  years  in  the  retail 
trade,  is  reduced  to  dire  poverty,  and,  just  when  every- 
thing seems  to  be  blackest,  is  informed  that  he  has 
received  a  grant  of  b2l.  a  year  from  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  The  effect  of  this  good  news  on  the  old  gentle- 
man gives  Mr.  Noble  a  splendid  chance  for  a  bit  of  very 
fine  character  acting,  and  he  gives  a  perfect  study  of  an 
old  man.  At  the  conclusion  Mr.  Noble  passed  round 
his  Benevolent  Fund  Collecting-box,  and  was  rewarded 
by  a  good  collection. 

Glasgow. — A  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  branch  of  the 
Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  was  held  on  Decem- 
ber 23,  1920,  Mr.  D.  G.  Mackenzie  (President)  occupying 
the  chair.  A  lecture,  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas  Harkness, 
F.L.A.A.  (of  Harkness.  Gallacher  &  .Rbff,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
•  chemists,  Glasgow),  on  The  Columnar  Cash-hook :  Its  Use 
to  the  Retail  Pharmacist.  The  lecture  was  interesting 
.and  instructive,  the  speaker  showing  that  by  the  aid  of 
the  columnar  cash-book  a  chemist  could  easily  ascertain 
-at  any  time  the  total  of  customers'  accounts  outstanding, 
and  also  his  total  liability  to  creditors,  without  troubling 
to  prepare  detailed  lists  of  debtors  and  creditors.  After 
questions  he  was  accorded  a  vote  of  thanks.  The  chair- 
man then  explained  shortly  what  the  branch  council  had 
clone  since  the  last  meeting. 

Aondon  (N.J  — A  meeting  of  the  North  London  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  held  on  January  11,  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  C.  W.  Andrew)  presiding.  The  secretary 
reported  that  he  had  had  to  postpone  the  date  of  the 
annual  dinner  to  April  7  at  the  Cafe  Monico.  Mr.  Jenkin 
reported    on    the    London   Pharmaceutical  Committee. 


Messrs.  G.  A.  Mallinson  and  John  Keall,  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  introduced  the  question  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  Mr.  Mallinson  said  the  chief 
criticism  of  the  proposed  union  might  be  that  they  did 
not  launch  out  as  the  Local  Associations  Executive  without 
combining  with  the  CD. A.  He  pointed  out  that  the  funds 
of  the  L.A.E.  might  not  be  set  free  by  the  Council,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  have  some  nucleus  for  providing  money. 
The  question  of  insurance  was  paramount.  The  legal 
idea  was  against  the  CD. A.,  and  counsel  offered  the  solu- 
tion which  has  been  adopted.  In  addition  to  the  objects 
as  published,  he  stated  the  principal  one  was  for  pro- 
prietors only.  The  chemist  should  be  able  to  look  to 
the  union  for  assistance  on  every  possible  point  :  if  they 
have  not  the  ability  on  the  staff  they  could  engage  talent 
outside.  He  pointed  out  how  a  trade  union  could  deal 
with  the  dangerous  drugs  Draft  Regulations,  and  the 
different  attitude  it  could  adopt  with  a  Government  De- 
partment. He  instanced  the  report  as  circulated  by  the 
Home  Office,  and  explained  how  they  must  seek  to  over- 
come the  absurdities.  He  detailed  the  subscriptions  to  the 
union  :  the  amount  was  too  small,  he  admitted,  but  he  felt 
members  would  not  pay  for  an  unknown  quantity  apart 
from  the  CD. A.  The  position  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  and  a  reciprocal  arrangement  also  came 
in  for  examination.  Mr.  Keall  spoke  on  the  question  of 
the  CD. A.  and  the  pharmacists'  union.  He  believed  in 
the  unification  of  all  trade  interests  in  the  P.A.T.A., 
and  emphasised  the  appeal  made  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  unity.  He  pointed 
out  that  there  are  rumours  that  some  insurance  companies 
are  prepared  to  do  the  insurance  business  at  less  money, 
but  the  CD. A.  is  the  chemists'  own,  the  profits  being 
theirs  and  no  one  else's.  He  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Mallin- 
son as  the  man  for  the  job.  Mr.  Skinner  explained  the 
position  as  it  seemed  to  him,  and  emphasised  the  need  of 
local  branches ;  the  position  of  the  Association  was. 
essential.  Mr.  Atkins  (South  London)  urged  that  it 
would  be  needful  to  put  forward  men  for  the  new  execu- 
tive who  have  done  spade  work.  He  considered  that  the 
trade  union  should  be  registered.  Mr.  Hearle  dealt  with 
the  starting  point  of  fusion  or  amalgamation  owing  to 
lack  of  funds.  All  unions  start  de  novo,  and  no  difficulty 
would  have  arisen  in  providing  funds.  He  pointed  out 
that  Mr.  Mallinson  admitted  that  a  trade  union  could  do 
more  than  the  so-called  unity  spoken  of  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  secretary.  Mr.  Fouracre,  viewing  it  as  a 
pharmacist,  said  that  "the  R.P.U.  had  been  open  to  all 
pharmacists.  Was  it  now  to  be  for  retailers  only?  Mr. 
Keith  wanted  to  know  who  was  to  vote  on  this,  occasion. 
Mr.  Mallinson  pointed  out  that  he  could  make  no  an- 
nouncement until  the  Society  declared  its  policy  regarding 
the  Association.  On  the  question  of  indemnity,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  CD. A.  gave  greater  benefit  on  account  or 
the  indemnity.  Votes  at  the  election  will  be  cast  by 
members  of  the  -union.  One-third  of  the  executive  will 
be  panel  chemists,  but  the  contract  providing  funds  will 
be  a  thing  apart  until  the  chemists  are  within  the  union, 
and  duality  will  not  be  necessary.  Management  will  be 
in  the  hands  of  these  panel  chemists.  Mr.  Keall  replied 
that  the  idea  of  the  P.A.T.A.  wholesaler  superseding 
the  retailer  was  unfounded. 

London  (W  ), — A  sub-district  meeting  of  the  Western 
Pharmacists'  Association  was_  held  at  Chelsea  on 
January  5,  Mr.  H.  S.  Watson  (President)  in  the  chair. 
A  discussion  on  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  was 
opened  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  who  briefly  reviewed  the 
position  leading  up  to  the  present  day,  explaining  the 
situation  on  trade  matters  in  England  and  Scotland,  and 
embodying  particulars  for  the  best  means  of  producing  a 
trade  "body  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  chemist  in 
business.  Mr.  Melhuish  touched  upon  price  protection 
and  the  activities  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association 
and  the  Local  Associations  Executive.  A  discussion 
followed.  Mr.  Watson  considered  that  loyalty  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  essential,  and  that  full  support 
should  also  be  given  to  the  Union.  A  resolution  of  sup- 
port of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  was  carried.  A 
ismall  committee  was  formed  to  consider  the  question  of 
a  rota  for  Sundays  and  half -holidays. 
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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.

The  slightly  more  favourable  feeling  and  activity  which 
characterised  the  opening  of  the  year,  due  to  the  re- 
plenishment of  stocks,  continues  in  many  directions,  but 
at  the  same  time  the  fall  in  prices  is  still  evident,  and 
while  this  is  so  no  material  expansion  or  sustained  im- 
provement in  business  can  be  expected.  A  welcome 
appreciation  in  sterling  as  expressed  in  dollars  is  a  feature 
this  week,  the  rise  being  partly  attributable  to  the  falling  - 
off  in  British  purchases.  A  possible  early  reduction  in 
the  Bank  rate  has  been  tallied  of,  but  it  woidd  be  sur- 
prising if  it  came  before  March.

Wormseed  Oil. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Baltimore  branch  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  Dr.  A.  L.  Sulli- 
van, Maryland  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner,  gave 
an  address  on  The  Manufacture  of  Oil  of  Wormseed  in 
Carroll  Count)/.  Maryland.  The  wormseed-oil  belt,  he  said, 
extends  from  a-  little  north  of  Westminster  southwards  to 
Woodbine,  a  distance  of  about  fifteen  miles,  and  is 
four  miles  wide.  Within  this  belt  the  cultivation  of  the 
herb  has  gone  on  for  a  century,  the  method  of  cultiva- 
tion dift'eriner  only  as  agricultural  processes  have  varied, 
and  the  distillation  being-  somewhat  changed  from  time  to- 
time  as  new  appliances  came  into  use. 
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Brazilian  Ipecacuanha. 

The  exports  of  ipecacuanha  from  Bahia  to  the  United 
States  decreased  from  $61,<409  in  1918  to  $19,717  in  1919. 
During  1918  the  United  States  took  212  bales,  weighing 
125  lb.  each,  out  of  a  total  of  215  exported.  In  1919  enly 
69  bales  were  shipped  to  the  United  States,  compared  with 
87  to  Eng'and,  out  of  a  total  of  165  bales,  the  remainder 
going  to  Germany  and  the  Netherlands.  The  average  f.o.b. 
price  during  1919  was  about  $2.70  per  lb.,  compared  with 
$2.50  in  1918,  $3.40  in  1916,  and  $1.80  in  1914. 

French  Flower  Crops. 

The  following  report  of  the  effect  on  plantations  of  the 
recent  cold  weather,  which  has  been  exceptionally  severe  in 
the  South  of  France,  has  been  received :  Lemon,  orange, 
and  caes'io  trees  seem  to  have  been  tho  most  affected  ;  tin- 
harm  dono,  however,  may  bo  moro  apparent  than  real,  and 
the  plants  may  recover  by  next  spring.  Geraniums,  par- 
ticularly the  slips,  have  been  specially  attacked.  As  re- 
gards jasmine  plants,  only  those  which  were  not  sufficiently 
protected  by  earth  have  suffered.  The  districts  most 
,arfected  by  the  cold  are  those  of  Pegomas  and  Plascasster, 
Cannes  having  escaped  tho  worst. 

Japanese  Vegetable  Wax. 

A  considerable  fal;ing-off'  in  tho  Japanese  vegetable  wax 
industry  is  reported  from  Tokyo  following  the  cessation  of 
the  great  war  trade.  Moro  than  one-half  of  the  makers 
have  relinquished  the  business,  and  the  output  has  declined 
about  40  per  cent.  During  tho  war  there  was  an  enormous 
demand  from  England  and  tho  United  States,  and  onto 
bleached  wax  threatened  to  reach  70  yen  per  picul.  But 
on  tho  cessation  of  tho  war  there  was  a  sudden  change  in 
the  wax  trade,  tho  volume  of  foreign  demand  having  become 
strikingly  smaller.  In  1917,  for  instance,  the  total  volume 
of  exports  reached  49,761  piculs.  In  tho  following  year  it 
reached  89,240  piculs,  and  in  1919  the  exports  shrank  to 
16,487  piculs.  Up  to  the  end  of  September  1920  only  5,193 
piculs  were  shipped  for  export  against  10,908  piculs  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  Official  investigations  reveal  tho 
startling  fact  that  manufacturers,  who  numbered  1,945  for- 
merly when  the  export  trade  was  at  its  height,  were  reduced 
to  994  as  the  after-war  depression  beyan. 

Chemical  and  Djestuff  Exports. 

The  Chemical  and  Dyestuff  Traders'  Association,  in  a 
circular  just  issued  to  members,  state  tha.t  considerable  un- 
certainty exists  as  to  the  chemicals  and  dyestuffs  covered  by 
tho  Dyestuffs  Act,  and  that  a  complete  list  is  in  preparation. 
Chemicals,  however,  excluded  from  tho  present  Bill  may  be 
included  in  tho  new  Key  Industries  Bill  which  is  to  be  intro- 
duced early  next  session,  and  which  is  intended  to  secure, 
protection  over  a  limited  period  for  the  organic  chemical 
industry  and  the  scientific  glassware  industry.  Attention  is 
drawn  to  the  refusal  of  British  manufacturers  to  grant 
certificates  for  the  export  of  alizarine  and  other  home-made 
dyestuffs,  and  it  is  stated  that  this  matter  is  being  taken 
up  with  the  Board  of  Trado  on  tho  ground  that  the  manu- 
facturers' attitude  when  thero  are  surplus  supplies  on  tho 
homo  market  results  in  the  restriction  of  British  export 
trado  at  a  time  when  tho  recovery  and  expansion  of  such 
trado  is  of  vital  importance  to  national  finance.  Other 
matters  under  consideration  are  tho  policy  of  the  Profiteer- 
ing Act  authorities  and  the  restrictive  effect  of  ad  valorem. 
shipping  rates. 

Java  Cinchona. 

The  Hon.  C.  H.  Strutt  (chairman),  presiding  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  tho  Anglo-Dutch  Plantations  of  Java, 
Ltd.,  held  recently  at  Cannon  Street  Hotel,  London, 
E.G.,  said :  "  Our  cinchona  did  well  last  year.  It 
cost  a  little  less  than  in  1918,  and  fetched  3i-  cents  more. 
There  is,  however,  a.  falling-off  in  1920  as  compared  with 
1919.  We  still  have  some  1,000  acres  or  more  which  we 
consider  will  grow  cinchona  profitably,  but  on  some  of  the 
land  wo  have  already  planted  the  growth  is  scarcely  good 
enough  to  enable  us  to  obtain  as  largo  profits  as  wo  should 
like.  I  look  to  the  rich  lands  of  some  of  the  Sumatra  con- 
cessions to  carry  on  this  important  culture.  In  1919  wo 
planted  up  357  acres  in  cinchona,  and  we  propose  to  plant 
159  acres  in  1920.  There  is  still  a  great  demand  for  quinine, 
and  it  is  very  desirable  that  we  should  lose  a.s  little  time 
as  possible  in  growing  what  we  can,;  otherwise  attempts 
may  be  made  to  grow  it  elsewhere  on  a  largo  scale,  which, 
although  most  likely  unsuccessful  from  a  commercial  point 
of  view,  may  yet  tend  to  make  the  crop  unrcmunerative  to 
all  producers  for  a  considerable  period.  .  .  Of  tho  land 
now  left  to  us  in  Java  only  a  limited  amount  is  of  the 
right  quality,  and  favourably  situated  for  the  cultivation 


of  cinchona.  Wo  hope  to  start  off  in  Sumatra  with  the 
initial  and  very  great  advantage  of  being  ablo  to  use  tho 
experience  of  our  Java  experts  in  cinchona  in  helping  us  to 
open  out  those  new  concessions." 

Jubilee  of  Amsterdam  Cinchona  Auctions. 

In  1854  the  cultivation  of  cinchona  was  initiated  in  Java, 
but  tho  first  consignment  of  bark  to  be  despatched  to 
Europe  did  not  leave  the  island  until  the  year  1869.  Pro- 
fessor P,  van  der  Wielen  ('"  Pharm.  Woekbl.,"  No.  42,  1920) 
reminds  his  countrymen  that  on  October  20,  1920,  fifty  years 
had  elap;ed  since  the  first  auction  of  Java  cinchona-bark 
was  held  in  Amsterdam.  The  event  itself  passed  practically 
unrecorded  by  tho  medical  and  pharmaceutical  journals  of 
that  day,  nor  has  it  been  passible  to  trace  any  report  of  this 
first  auction,  which  took  place  on  October  20,  1870.  and 
included  750  kilos,  of  bark,  consisting  principally  of 
CaUsaya  pultudianu.  Of  this  amount  250  kilos,  were  used  as 
samples,  and  the  remaining  500  kilos,  wero  sold  at  an 
average  of  2.57A.  per  kilo.  The  second  auction  was 
held  on  M.arch  14,  1872,  at  which  about  6,200  kilos,  of  bark 
were  disposed  of,  at  an  average  price  of  3.06A.  Full 
details  are  available  concerning  tho  third  auction,  held  on 
May  27,  1873,  which  consisted  exclusively  of  Government 
bark — viz.,  176  cases,  aggregating  11,322  kilos,  of  Java  bark, 
and  32  cases  with  about  3,800  fine  fragments.  The  notice 
of  this  auction  is  signed  by  the  brokers,  Messrs.  G.  de 
Vries  &  Sons.  Tho  highest  price  was  realised  by  four  cases 
of  about  261  kilos,  of  bark,  of  which  Van  Gorkom  states 
in  the  auction  notice:  "The  bark  was  obtained  from  trees 
grown  from  Calisaya  seeds  received  in  1865  from  America, 
and  is  distinguished  by  its  high  content  of  alkaloids,  amount- 
ing to  no  less  than  7  per  cent.,  three-quarters  of  which 
consist  of  pure  quinine."  From  this  description  it  is 
evident  that  it  referred  to  the  first,  consignment  of  Led- 
geriana  bark.  It  was  purchased  by  Zimmer  &  Jobst,  who 
paid  9.12fi.  per  kilo.,  an  amount  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  taxed  price.  Bark  from  privately  owned  cin- 
chona plantations  was  offered  for  auction  for  the  first 
time  in  1876.

Profits  on  Outlay. 

Sib.— The  letter  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart  {0.  &  D.,  Janu- 
ary 8,  p.  74)  deserves  the  attention  of  all  pharmacists 
who  are  in  business  as  retailers,  disclosing,  as  it  does, 
the  way  in  which  figures  can  be  made  to  show  a  profit 
at  first  sight,  which  soon  disappears  under  more  care- 
ful inspection.  I  should,  however,  be  glad  to  know 
bow  Mr.  Hart  arrived  at  his  figures  of  sales  costs.  Does 
lie  base  his  26  per  cent,  on  working  expenses  against 
total  receipts?  If  so,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  number 
of  customers  served  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
amount  of  2^d.  to  Z^cl.  he  allots  to  each  serving,  as 
a  .shop  in  a  poor  neighbourhood  may  serve  double  or 
treble  the  number  of  people  for  the  same  turnover  as 
one  in  a  better-class  district,  and  in  this  case  the  average 
amount  spent  by  each  customer  will  be  considerably  less, 
and  the  sales  cost,  therefore,  different.  If,  however., 
Mr.  Hart's  figure  holds  good,  every  time  he  serves  a 
customer  with  a  twopenny  box  of  pills  it  costs  .him  2^d. 
to  sell  it,  so  that  he  makes  a  dead  loss  on  the  trans- 
action ;  similarly  with  all  small  lines,  such  as  seidlitz 
powders,  violet-powder,  ointments,  etc.  Again,  there 
will  be  a  loss  on  those  Is.  Z>d.  proprietary  lines  which 
only  show  a  margin  of  2d. ,  and,  to  look  no  .further  than 
the  next  page  of  the  same  issue  of  the  C.  <£•  D.,  Mr. 
Sidney  Lane,  of  Hove,  draws  attention  to  a  2s.  9d. 
hair-preparation  with  a  profit  of  only  2d.  It  is  obvious, 
therefore,  that  these  lines  are  merely  passengers,  and 
do  not  earn  their  fare  ;  and,  as  the  patent-medicine  account 
is  generally  a  large  item  in  most  pharmacists'  cheque- 
-books, the  other  goods  have  to  earn  considerably  more 
than  their  average  if  we  are  to  make  good  ;  but  at  the 
present  time  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  do  this,  and 
it  is  necessary  that  the  whole  system  of  pricing  should 
be  reviewed.  Will  the  new  Pharmacists'  Union  set 
about  the  task?

The  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union. 

Sib, — Under  the  rules  of  the  R.P.U.  a  limited  company 
may  only  be  represented  by  a  director  who  is  a  pharma- 
cist, and  he  will  be  able  to  cast  one  vote  for  every  shop 
owned  by  his  company.  It  follows,  therefore,  that, 
although  a  director  of  a  company  may  sit  on  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  Union,  he  cannot  sit  on  the  local 
Committees,  or  even  be  represented,  as  he  has  no  power 
to  delegate  his  authority  to  any  pharmacist  in  any 
particular  locality  where  his  company's  shops  are 
situated.  The  question  of  wages  is  perhaps  a  national 
one,  but  the  fixing  of  hours  and  prices  is  essentially 
a  local  one,  and  no  doubt  will  be  under  the  unfettered 
control  of  the  local  Committees.  Under  the  rules  at 
present  drafted  the  power  of  these  Committees  will  be 
practically  nil,  as  they  cannot  command  the  support  of 
all  the  pharmacies  in  the  locality,  and  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  company  shops,  being  unrepresented  on  the  local  Com- 
mittees, will  agree  to  abide  by  its  decisions.  Some  pro- 
vision will  have  to  be  made  for  the  representation  of 
company  interests  on  local  Committees.  The  door  will 
then  be  opened  for  the  company  chehiists  to  come  in 
if  they  wish  to,  but  at  present  it  is  barred  and  bolted.

Sib, — I  give  below  two  instances  of  the  slack  methods 
exhibited  in  the  selling  of  poisonous  substances  by  some 
chemists  recently,  and  I  trust  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  when  established,  will  handle  these  matters  early, 
Gild  impress  the  sellers  with  the  necessity  of  carrying 
out  the  law  strictly.    The  first  case  is  where  a  child, 


unknown  to  the  chemist,  asks  for  "tabloid  aloin  com- 
pound," and  when  told  a  prescription  should  be  brought 
for  same,  tells  you  that  the  tabloids  can  always  be 
obtained  without  .any  difficulty.  Sometimes  not  even  is  the 
purchaser  asked  to  "sign  a  book."  The  second  case  is 
where  an  old  "  coffee  extract  "  bottle,  bearing  a  label 
"  Camphorated  Oil,''  is  presented,  and  one  is  asked  to 
fill  it  with  camphorated  oil.  On  pointing  out  the  danger 
!  of  placing  a  liniment  in  such  a  bottle,  and  offering  to 
give  a  poison  bottle  in  exchange,  the  customer  gets  angry 

and  walks  out  saying,  "  I  can  always  get  it  at  "  's 

without  any  trouble.  If  the  R.P.U.  will  deal  with  such 
matters,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  welcomed  by  all  conscien- 
tious chemists.

"  Red  Light  "  (7/1). 
Blossoming  Furze. 

Sie, — The  impression  that  is  prevalent  concerning  the 
perennial  flowering  of  the  common  furze  is  a  very  natural, 
although. a  mistaken  one.  The  ordinary  furze,  Ulex 
Kuropccus,  begins  to  flower  in  December,  is  in  full  bloom 
in  March  and  April,  and  continues  sometimes  in  a  desul- 
tory manner  as  late  as  June.  Then  the  dwarf  furze- 
begins  to  flower,  and  is  in  full  bloom  in  August.  When 
mixed  with  the  heather,  then  in  blossom,  it  forms  gorgeous 
purple  and  gold  carpets  wherever,  as'  in  Jersey,  it  is 
abundant.  Ulex  Gallii  then  takes  up  the  tale,  and  from 
August  to  November  blossoms  freely.  Ulex  Europmus 
is  rarely  less  than  2  feet  high  when  it  begins  to  flower  ; 
the  VI cx  nanus  has  a  decumbent  habit,  and  is  rarely  more 
than  1J,-  feet  high,  and  the  flowers'  are  paler  and  do  not 
expand  the  wings  widely.  Ulex  Gallii  is  easily  recog- 
nised by  the  larger  lateral  spines  of  the  branches  being 
decurved,  and  the  flowers  more  of  an  orange  tint.  But 
an  ordinary  observer  would  discount  these  differences,  if 
noticed  at  all,  and  merely  regard  the  other  species  as 
more  or  less  dwarf  plants.  Ulex  Gallii  'is  sometimes  as 
short  as  Ulex  nanus,  and  sometimes  as  tall  as  Ulex  Euto- 
paus,  but  may  always  be  recognised  by  the  stout  spines 
curved  hackwards.  Yours  truly,

The  Chemist's  Dress. 

Sir, — It  is  nearly  forty  years  since  I  was  apprenticed 
to  "  the  art  and  mystery  of  an  apothecary  "  in  that  scene- 
of  so  much  tragedy — the  unfortunate  kingdom  of  Ireland. 
The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  been  in  existence 
■for  barely  half-a-dozen  years,  and  the  pharmacy  was  still 
described  as  the  "  doctor's  shop.-"  "  Profitable  extras  '" 
were  (unknown,  and  the  Irish  licentiate  of  those  days,, 
except  that  he  sold  perfumery,  corresponded 'exactly  with 
the  ph  a  rmani en  -in  the  fair  land  of  France  to-day.  He  held 
his  head  very  high,  and,  as  he  had  generally  purchased 
his  business  from  an  apothecary,  in  country  districts, 
at  any  rate,  he  was  invariably  addressed  as  "  Doctor," 
whether  he  liked  it  or  not.  In  truth,  he  rather  liked  it, 
and  in  a  country  where,  the  title  "  Dochter  "  was  bestowed 
on  every  medical  student  the  day  he  joined  his  medical 
school,  by  his  professors,  the  actual  graduates  in  medicine 
often  copied  the  laymen  in  bestowing  the  courtesy  title 
of  science  on  the  fortunate  craftsmen  of  that  golden  age. 
Those  C.  &  D.  readers  who  can  re:all  the  period  of 
which  I  write  will  remember  that  medical  practitioners 
were  very  punctilious  in  their  dress.  In  Dublin  and  the 
large  towns  a  silk  hat  and  frock-coat  were  always  worn, 
and  in  the  country  at  least  a.  dark  suit  and  "  a  hard  hat  " 
— which  is  the  Irish  for  "  bowler  " — were  essential.  The 
pharmacists  were  no  less  punctilious,  and  my  conterh- 
poraries,  as  qualified  or  unqualified  assistants,  would  have 
struck  in  a  body  if  required  to  wear  an  apron  or  even  an 
old  coat  in  the  "compounding  room"  as  the  dispensing 
department  was  called.  At  the  front  counter  a  frock-coat, 
or  at  least  a  morning-coat,  was  insisted  on  by  the  prin- 
cipal "  establishments  " — they  were  never  called  "  shops 
— and  in  Dublin  the  leading  firms  of  •  "  State  apothecaries 
and  chemists  to  the  Queen  "  would  not  allow  an  Irish 
brogue  at  their  "front  counters."  So  anxious  were  they 
to  impress  the  "  Castle  folk  "  and  gentry  who  formed  the 
major  part  of  their  clientele  that  they  imported  English 
Minor  men  of  faultless  appearance  and  address  to  serve 
their  customers.  No  Irishman  was  allowed  to  deal  direct 
with  their  constituents,  and  the  absentee  landlord  of  the 
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period  paying  a  brief  visit  to  the  source  of  his  revenue 
might  have  been  "  at  home  "  (!)  in  England  when  he 
entered  one  of  those  exclusive  "establishments"  in  Sack- 
ville  or  Grafton  Street.  Aprons  were  only  worn  by 
druggists  and  their  henchmen,  and,  if  I  recollect  aright, 
there  has  been  much  discussion  in  these  pages  as  to  the 
seemliness  or  otherwise  of  wearing  those  badges  of  servi- 
tude or  at  least  inferiority.  In  view  of  these  memories  my 
amazement  can  be  pictured  on  entering  one  of  the  leading 
pharmacies  in  London  and  finding  all  the  assistants  wear- 
ing white  coats  similar  to  those  worn  by  the  assistants, 
in  ham  and  beef  shops.  I  agree  that  suits  cost  more  now 
than  when  I  was  an  assistant,  but  I  would  point  out  that 
wages  have  risen  more  even  than  the  price  of  clothes. 
I  managed  to  dress  as  a  front-counter  man  on  the  noble 
salary,  of  -  21.  6s.  Qd.  per  month  and  was  complimented  on 
my  appearance  more  than  once,  and  if  this  was  possible 
then  it  should  be  practicable  for  the  assistants  of  to-day 
to  dress  like  gentlemen  on  an  income  of  at  least  four  times 
that  amount.

Welfare  Centres  Supplies. 

■  Sir, — I  am  glad  to  see  in  the  report  of  the  Local  Asso- 
ciations Executive  Committee  (C  cb  D.,  January  8,  p.  65) 
that  some  action  is  to  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  supply 
of  foods  by  local  welfare  centres.  This  supply  is  an  in- 
justice which  pharmacists  have  been  complaining  about 
for  some  time  without  satisfaction,  the  only  reply  they 
have  received  from  manufacturers  being  to  the  effect  that 
the  distribution  is  Government  controlled,  and  as  such  they 
had  no  option  in  the  matter  and  were  compelled  to  supply. 
At  the  same  time  pharmacists  cannot  but  consider  that  the 
system  was  first  inaugurated  by  the  coupon  scheme,  and 
there  is  not  much  doubt  that  this  eventually  led  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  carrying  it  on  as  at  present.  If  the 
supply  of  these  foods  was  really  confined  to  genuinely 
necessitous  cases,  pharmacists  would  be  the  last  to  object, 
but  it  is  well  known  that  it  is  not  so.  and.  in  fact,  any- 
body can  obtain  them  at  reduced  prices  if  they  are  un- 
scrupulous enough  to  declare  that  they  cannot  afford  to 
purchase  in  the  usual  way.  It  is,  however,  quite  another 
matter  to  get  detailed  and  authenticated  particulars,  as 
persons  are  not  likely  to  incriminate  themsefves,  and,  as 
I  have  found  personally,  if  one  begins  to  question  people 
carefully  with  a  view  to  getting  details  they  become  very 
reticent  and  no  information  can  be  gained.  Also  the 
officials  are  not  likely  to  help  the  pharmacists  in  their  in- 
quiry, especially  as  in  some  cases  it  might  possibly  be 
found  necessary  to  commence  with  municipal  staffs,  etc. 
It  is  easy  to  see.  therefore,  that  the  circular  sent  out  by 
the  L.A.E.  will  be  very  difficult  to  reply  to,  except  in 
general  terms,  which  are  not,  of  course,  admissible  as 
evidence,  although  at  the  present  time  many  chemists  are 
experiencing  quite  a  slump  in  the  sale  of  these  foods,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  due  to  the  competition  of 
these  centres.

It  is  true 
that  men  are  usually  asked  to  help  when  there  is  any 
heavy  lifting  to  be  done,  but  why  should  they  not,  con- 
sidering their  superior  strength,  and,  also,  as  a  rule,  their 
greater  height,  which  is  such  a  help  in  weight-lifting? 
Most  of  the  men  I  know  are  rather  proud  of  being  able 
to  do  it !  The  "  pay  "  question  is  a  difficult  one.  but  why 
should  a  young  man  who  lives  at  home  with  indulgent 
parents,  and  has  scarcely  a  responsibility  in  the  world, 
expect  (and  receive)  a  much  higher  salary  than  a  young 
woman  who  does  quite  as  much  work  as  he  does,  and  who 
has  to  live  on  her  earnings,  in  "digs,"  with  no  home  to 
fall  back  on?  (I  am  not  speaking  of  qualified  men  and 
unqualified  women.)  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  answer 
to  this  question.

Legal  Queries. 


A'.  &  S.  (17/12). — Apprentice  indentures  are  a  con- 
tract of  service  and  would  be  meaningless  if  executed 
after  the  apprenticeship  had  expired.  A  memorandum 
recording  that  an  apprenticeship  had  been  served  could 
be  made,  but  this  would  not  be  indentures. 

Ternporibus  (20/12). — The  custom  in  regard  to  notice  to 
terminate  an  engagement  in  the  retail  drug-trade  i3  a 
'  month's  notice  on  either  side.      The  notice  does  not 
depend  upon  the  frequency  of  the  payment  of  wages, 
unless  there  is  a  definite  agreement  in  writing. 

D.  D.  S.  (3/1). — (1)  Trading  names  not  those  of  the 
persons  carrying  on  the  business  must  be  registered  under 
the  Registration  of  Business  Names  Act.  1916.  An  alien 
is  also  subject  to  restrictions  as  to  trading  in  other  names 
than  his  own.  (2)  There  is  no  reason  why  the  Post  Office 
should  object  to  a  trading  name. 

H.  C.  M.  (3/1). — (1)  When  powdered  opium  is  made 
into  pills  by  means  of  an  exxipient  it  is  no  longer 
"  opium,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Cocaine  and  Opium 
Regulation.  Raw  opium  made  into  pills  without  an 
excipient  cannot  be  supplied  to  the  public  with  or  with- 
out a  medical  prescription.  (2)  A  month's  notice  or  a 
month's  salary  is  the  custom  of  the  trade  in  regard  to 
assistants  in  the  retail  drug-trade. 

Liverpool  (1/1)  asks  what  steps  have  to  be  taken  in 
Ireland  in  order  to  have  a  solicitor's  bill  of  costs  taxed. 
[In  England  the  procedure  is  to  make  an  application  to  the 
Court  by  summons.  Whether  the  application  should  be 
made  in  the  High  Court  or  a  County  Court  depends  upon 
the  nature  of  the  services  to  which  the  bill  of  costs  relates. 
We  are  unable  to  say  what  is  the  corresponding  procedure 
in  Ireland,  but  it  is  probably  similar  to  that  prescribed 
in  this  country.] 

H.  B.  (21/12)  posted  a  number  of  cheques  drawn  on 
Farrow's  Bank  on  December  18,  in  payment  of  accounts. 
The  bank  suspended  payment  on  December  20 :  will  it  be 
bound  to  meet  the  cheques  ?    [As  regards    any  of  the 

I  cheques  which  were  not  presented,  and  paid,  on  Decem- 
ber 18.  "  H.  B."  is  in  no  better  position  than  any  other 

|  person  having  an  account  with  the  bank  merely  upon  the 
ground  that  the  cheques  w-ere  drawn  prior  to  the  actual 
date  of  suspension  of  payment  by  the  bank.] 

B.  B.  (6/1)  has  a  son  who  is  apprenticed  to  a  chemist 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  of  which  he  has  already  served 
about  half.  The  employer  has  of  late  "  been  an  absolute 
bully  "  and  very  trying  to  the  lad's  nerves.  Would  it  be 
possible  to  have  the  indentures  transferred  to  another 
chemist  for  completion  of  the  term  ?  [In  our  opinion  the 
indentures  could  not  be  transferred  except  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  chemist.  Nor  do  we  think  that  the  fact 
that  the  chemist  has  lately  adopted  a  bullying  manner 
would  justify  a  rescission  of  the  indentures,  unless  it  can  be 
shown  that  the  lad's  health  is  likely  to  lie  affected.] 

M.  C.  L.  '(30/12)  holds  a  retailer's  wine  and  spirit 
licence  as  well  as  a  dealer's  licence,  and  he  wishes  to 
know  if  he  can  legally  mix  and  sell  black  beer  and  rum 
in  three-gill  bottles.  [It  is  understood  that  the  licences 
referred  to  are  a  dealer  s  licence  to  sell  beer  and  the 
retailer's  wine  and  spirit  licences  "off."  The  reply  is 
"  No."  A  person  who  is  a  beer  dealer  or  retailer  is  not 
allowed  to  adulterate,  dilute,  or  add  anything  to  beer 
except  finings,  under  a  penalty  of  50/.  and  forfeiture  of 
the  beer  so  diluted  or  adulterated.  The  quantities  in 
which  it  is  intended  to  be  sold  make  no  difference  in  the 
position.  .  It  has  also  to  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  sale 
of  beer  mixed  with  rum  might  involve  the  risk  of  proceed- 
ings against  the  seller  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.] 

//.        11".  (7/1)  is  the  tenant  of  a  lock-up  shop  at  an 
annual  rent  of  34/.    The  landlord  recently  crave  him  notice 
increasing  the  rent  by  40  per  cent,  to  467.  12*.  :  is  this 
increase  enforceable?    [Before  he  can  increase  the  rent 
[  the  landlord  must  terminate  the  existing  tenancy  by  tha 
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requisite  period  of  notice.  Assuming,  however,  that  he 
has  done  this,  and  also  that  he  is  responsible  for  all  the 
repairs  to  the  premises,  he  is  entitled  to  give  "  H.  T.  W." 
a  month's  notice,  increasing  the  rent  by  an  amount  not 
exceeding  60  per  cent,  of  the  net  rent  paid  in  August 
1914 — that  is  to  say,  the  rent  paid  on  that  date  after 
deducting  the  rates,  if  they  were  paid  by  the  landlord. 
If  the  landlord  pays  the  rates  he  may  also  increase  the 
rent  by  an  amount  equivalent  to  the, "difference  between 
the  current  rates  and  those  charged  in  August  1914.  If. 
on  the  other  hand,  "  H.  T.  W."  is  under  an  obligation 
to  do  the  whole  or  part  of  the  repairs,  the  percentage  of 
increase  allowed  will  be  reduced  accordingly.] 

It.  E.  G.  (5/1)  has  for  about  two  years  past  employed  a 
boy,  who  is  now  aged  thirteen  and"  a-half  yea^s,  id  run 
errands.  The  boy  works  for  "  R.  E.  Ci."  before  school,  after 
dinner,  and  after  tea,  making  in  all  about  three  hours' 
employment  per  day.  Is  this  permissible  under  the  Employ- 
ment of  Children  Act,  1903  ?  [The  restrictions  upon  the 
employment  of  children  imposed  by  the  Act  mentioned 
were  considerably  increased  by  the  Education  Act,  1918. 
The  latter  Act  prohibits  entirely  the  employment'  of 
children  under  twelve,  and  older  children  must  not  be 
employed  for  more  than  two  hours  on  Sundays,  before 
6  a.m.  or  after  8  p.m.  on  any  day,  and  on  school  days  until 
after  school  hours.  Local  authorities  are  empowered  to 
make  by-laws  varying  these  restrictions  to  some  extent, 
but  if  a  child  is  allowed  to  be  employed  on  school  days 
before  9  a.m.  it  must  not  be  for  more  than  an  hour,  and  a 
child  so  employed  must  not  be  employed  for  more  than 
an  hour  in  the  afternoon.  "  R.  E.  G."  should  ascertain 
from  his  local  Education  Committee  the  extent  to  which  he 
is  at  liberty  to  employ  his  errand-boy.]

W.  E.  A.  0.  (13/15).— (1)  Red  Cattle  Drench.— This 
preparation  yields  34  per  cent,  of  ash  and  contains  mag- 
nesium sulplmte  (probably  60  per  cent.),  with  small 
quantities  of  sulphur,  potassium  nitrate,,  belladonna  root 
extract  and  Armenian  bole.  (2)  Red  Ewe  Drench. — This 
sample  yields  58  per  cent,  of  ash,  contains  a  large  propor- 
tion of  magnesium  sulphate,  together  with  small  pro- 
portions of  potassium  nitrate,  sulphur  (less  than  in  the  red 
cattle  drench),  Armenian  bole,  and  probably  a  very  small 
quantity  of  belladonna-root  extract. 

G.  F.  S.  (1/1). — Tincture  of  Iodine,  French  Codex. — 
The  present  edition  of  the  French  Codex  orders  a  solu- 
tion of  iodine  1  part  in  alcohol  (95  per  cent.)  9  parts  by 
.weight,  the  strength  having  heen  altered  to  that  recom- 
mended by  the  International  Convention.  Some  confusion 
has  arisen  regarding  the  strength  of  the  tincture  from  the 
fact  that  the  older  strength  (iodine  1  gram,  alcohol,  90 
per  cent.,  120  grams)  is  sometimes  ordered.  (2)  We  will 
fold  out  whether  there  is  a  London  agent  for  Factolac.

— (1)  Polony  Skins  are  coloured  by  an 
ammoniacal  solution  of  carmine  or  a  solution  of  aniline 
scarlet.    The  aniline  scarlet  is  generally  sold  for  this  pur- 
pose diluted  with  borax,  and  an  ounce  of  the  mixture  is 
dissolved  in  a  gallon  of  water,  the  quantity  being  adjusted 
according  to  the  shade  required.     The  solution  is  used 
warm,  and  after  the  skins  have  become  coloured  they  are' 
transferred  to  a  cold  solution  of  alum — 2  lb.  to  20  gallons 
of  water.    (2)  Luminous  Paint. — Heat  to  cherry  redness1 
for  twenty  minutes  a  mixture  of  finely  powdered  oyster-: 
shells  20  grams,  sulphur  6  grams,  starch  2  grams,  8  c.c.  of 
a  solution  containing  basic  bismuth  nitrate  0.55  gram,  and' 
100  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  acidified  with  a  few  drops  of 
hydrochloric  acid.    After  calcination  the  ujiper  layer,  con- 
sisting of  calcium  sulphate,  is  removed,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  mass  powdered  and  again  heated  for  fifteen  minutes. .

The  Council,  acting  in  concert  with  the  London  Board 
of  Examiners,  have  formally  and  personally  sanctioned  this!

practical  teaching  hitherto  neglected.  The  collection  in-, 
tended  at  present  for  homo  use  is  finished,  except  certain 
blank  pages  reserved  for  Paris,  waiting,  always  though  with' 
faint  heart,  the  advent  of  the  reign  of  peace.

form  members  of  this  happy  family.  Students  cannot  read 
that  which  they  have  never  seen,  and  it  is  unjust  to  require 
them  to  decipher  the  instructions  of  the  medical  profession 
without  affording  them  the  smallest  chance  of  experience.
